BOSTON, Nov. 7.—All New Eng- 
land, freed from further menace 
from the floods, turned its agencies 
of relief today toward the snow-cov- 
ered stretches of the Winooski Val- 
ley in Northern Vermont, where 
emergencies arising from the great- 
est tragedy that = ever struck that 
section, are gravest. | 

In the facé of storms, near-zero 
weather and many other obstacles, 
the army, Red Cross and volunteer 
workers by nightfall reported definite 
progress in their efforts to clothe, 
feed and warm the sufferers. 

In the river valley, where between 
sixty and seventy-five. persons lost 
their lives in. the flood waters, hun- 
dreds were crowded tonight in 
churches and school houses, but 
their probl artly have. been |. 
solved. They had blankets, food, 
medicines and shelter. 

Between the towns of Waterbury, 
Bolton and Duxbury existed the real 
emergency. Jn isolated farm houses, 
water was still oozing from the sides. 
Whole families still are living with- 
out heat, with only wet clothing and 
without mc*‘-ine. 

In two tow s fire added its menace 
to the snow and cold. In Ludlow, 
Vt., the bakery, perhaps the most im- 
portant building in the town at this 
time, was burned. At Cambridge, 
Vt., further in the Northwest, an- 
other fire raged for a time, but a 
—— was extinguished with little 
oss. 

In Barre, funeral services were 
held for Lieut. Gov. S. Hollister 


Jackson, who died in the flood 
waters last Friday. 


. List of Dead Still Incomplete. 


Efforts to check up the number of 
dead are far from complete. A sur- 
vey of New England indicates that 
the flood toll was at least 135. Ver- 
mont suffered the worst, with a loss 
of 114 lives. Of these, eighty-six 
were in the Winooski Valley and in 
the region of Montpelier. Massachu- 
setts had thirteen dead, New Hamp- 
shire four, Maine two and Connecti- 
cut two. 


As to money loss, ‘‘millions’’ con- 


tinued to be the only guess. 

Rutland, Vt., for instance, after 

taking stock superficially, estimated 
its loss at $5,000,000, and Montpelier 
at $3,000.000. The loss of homes, 
herds of registered cattle and house- 
hold relics never can be reckoned in 
terms of money. ‘Towns in the 
Winooski Valley virtually have been 
‘wiped out, and the loss of a town is 
beyond the terms of money. 
. Trucks took ene. places of airplanes 
in an effort to e supplies to the 
Winooski Valley, but the snow, which 
hid chasms in the highways, added 
to the difficulties. Many of the 
trucks became mired, but the food, 
medicine or blankets always went 
forward, sometimes in saddle bags, 
but more often on the backs of vol- 
unteers. 

Army troops played an important 
part in the relief and reconstruction 
work. Waterbury, Vt., tonight was 
under the strictest regulations. St. 
Johnsbury is under martial law, and 
everybody there is compelled to 
work. Troops were called to duty in 
Newport, Vt., and Montpelier still is 
policed by National Guardsmen. 

Major Gen. Preston Brown, com- 
mandant of the First Corps Area, 
who flew from Concord, N. H., to 
Burlington, Vt., yesterday, returned 


to the army base at: South Boston |: 


this evening and told of conditions 
in Northern Vermont. 

The use of Federal troops in the 
flood regions was directed today on 
order from President Coolidge. Gen- 
eral Brown, after getting in .touch 
with Governor John E. Weeks of 
Vermont at Montpelier, established 
a zone for army relief work. This 
covers the zone most afflicted, west 
and south of Montpelier to Rutland, 
and is in charge of Colonel Frank 
G. Hopkins, commanding officer of 
Fort Ethan Allen. 


Boston Has New Milk Supply. 


Boston’s milk supply, due to the 
havoc caused to New England’s 
transportation system, will not be 
normal for a period of weeks, but 
the peak of the -shortage has been 
reached. Ordinarily, with milk trains 
running on schedule, between fifty 
and sixty carloads of milk are hauled 
into Boston daily. Railroads, trucks 
and teams are now bringing the 
equivalent of forty car-loads daily.

Before the committee resumes its 
session tomorrow morning Mayor 
Thompson, Governor Len Small, At- 
torney General Carlstrom and other 
members of his retinue will be break- 
fast guests at the White House. The 
Mayor, accompanied by Representa- 


tive William H. Sproul of’ Illinois 
and R. W. Wolfe, Commissioner of 
Public Works of Chicago, today paid 
his respects to President Coolidge. 


Greets Flock From Floral Throne. 


Heralded this morning by the Chi- 
cago police octet and a Pullman 
porter quartet, Mayor Thompson 
greeted his flood-contro] delegates in 
the ballroom of the Mayflower Hotel, 
where he sat enthroned in a bower of 
flowers and banners. 

Governor Small stood by while the 
Mayors of cities and towns in the 
Mississippi Valley gathered around 
“Big Bill.”’ 

All wore, red, white and blue 
badges in the shape of a bullseye and 
inscribed ‘‘America First,’ ‘Farm 
Relief,’’ ‘Inland Waterways . to 
Double Exports’”’ and ‘‘National Flood 
Control to Prevent -Disasters.’’ 

“There is nothing you can do ‘for 
your country at this time that could 
be more patriotic,’ he told them, 
“than to help the solution of the 
Mississippi flood problem.”’

. SHANGHAI, Nov.. 7.—It is. quiet 
now in front of the Soviet Consulate, 
where just after dusk this evening 
the blood of White Russians flowed 
as one of their number was killed, 
another was probably fatally wound- 
ed and two or'three others were 
injured when a howling mob, infuri- 
ated as the Reds celebrated the tenth 
anniversary of the Bolshevist Revo- 
lution, attacked the gayly decorated 
consulate. y eke ST 

The building, which throughout the 
day -had. flamed crimson:in ‘bunting 
and Soviet flags,.the latter, prior to 
the onslaught, fluttering in profusion 
under a special illumination, is dark 
now and many of its windows stare 
blankly across at. the Astor House, 
one of Shanghai’s most popular 
hotels, whose lobby, and windows all 
this eventful evening long have been 
packed with excited guests gazing at 
one of the strangest scenes in .the 
history of Shanghai. 

Friends carried the dead man away 
before the arrival: of the police re- 
serves and the less seriously roe age 
were hustled off by the. swirling 
throng. The polite ‘tramsferred’ the

The climax of the day’s events oc- 
curred at 7:30 P. M. follawing 
isolated attempts by a few. White 
Russians to.tear down the Soviet 


flags. from the consulate during the 
reception given by B. Koslovsky, the 
Consul General. The. final assault 
was like a cinema. scene of the 
French storming the Bastile, made 
real by the frenzy of an‘actual fight- 
ing-mad mob of several hundred 
exiled White Russians seeking to de- 
stroy the epitome ofthe régime 
which caused them to flee from their 
homeland and live precariously any- 
where over the world. 

There are at least 10,000 of these 
White Russians in .Shanghai, of 
whom possibly 400 participated in the 
attack. Women and men filled with 
frenzy, and in many cases with 
vodka, brandishing sticks and carry- 
ing stones and bricks—anything to 
throw—rushed into the peaceful 
street at the dinner hour howling 
like lunatics and incessantly shout- 
ing: ‘‘Kill the Reds!’’ 

The first attack consisted of a 
Leloyevlercbucbee(-setmmey ambos ttt-) (tc MmmB beCelabcetboted 
anything from stones to one iron 
seal of the old Czarist régime, which 
crashed into the consulate and 
smashed the windows. 


Attackers Scatter Undér Fire. 


The mob came from every direc- 
tion, many riding in jammed motor 
cars and others afoot joining the 
early arrivals until the street for 
more than a block was a mass of 
milling humanity. 

After the first shower of missiles 
one group of attackers, apparently 
organized beforehand, rushed the 
entrance, forcing the _ iron-grilled 
doors, but retreated precipitously 
when the guards inside opened fire. 
One fell inside, another outside, and 
still others, groaning, staggered into 
the arms of their friends. 

Comrades quickly carried the dead 
man away, after dragging the body 
across the street to the very en- 
trance of the hotel under the eyes cf 
horror-stricken men and women in 
evening attire. 

‘“‘Where are the police?’’ some one 
shouted. But little interest seemed 
to be aroused among the spectators, 
who on the average apparently fa- 
vored the mob and hoped ‘it could 
— with its attack unhindered.

Outside of the city there afe 
Mayo-alty ‘fights: in fifty-one cities 
‘and municipal contests of . consider- 
able importance in two other large 
cities, Buffalo and Rochester... In, 
bout half of the townships 
elections ‘of Supervisors and other 
local functionaries to bring out the 
vote. 

Amendments Stir Interest. 


Outside of the Court: of Appeals 
election a State-wide vote will be 
cast today for and against, nine pro- 
posed constitutiona! amendments 
which come up for ratification. In- 
terest in such measures in past elec- 
tions has been secondary to that in 
candidates and not general, as the 
total vote recorded for them when 
compared to the total vote on State- 
wide candidacies, has shown. 

At the election today, with no 
other State-wide contest to divert the 
attention ‘of the voters. it is expected 
that a great deal more attention will 
be paid to the constitutional amend- 
ments, whioh will occupy a conspicu- 
ous space on the voting machines 
where machines are .-used. Where 
ballots are being used they will ap- 
pear on a separate ballot. 

Only four of the megsures have 
aroused any considerable opposition. 
The Democrats are making a united 
fight on Amendment 6 to lengthen 
the term of the Governor. Diverse 
interests have manifested opposition 
to Amendment 2, which would widen 
the borrowing margin of this city for 
subway purposes by $300,000,000. 
There is opposition also to: Amend- 
ment ‘4, increasing the pay of the 
Governor, Lieutenant. Governor and 
the lawmakers, and to Amendment 
7, advocated by the American Legion, 
which would permit the construction 
of a State highway through the for- 
est preserve to the summit of White- 
face Mountain in the Adirondacks, 
now accessible only over trails. 


Heavy Vote on Bonds in 1925. 

The nearest parallel on Constitu- 
tional amendments was afforded by 
the hond amendments that were be- 
fore the voters in 1925.

City’s Birth Rate Drops 25 P. C. in.15 Years, 
‘While Deaths Show Decline of Only 18 P: C.

A decline of 25 per cent. within 
fifteen‘years in the birth rate of New 
York City was announced yesterday 
by Health Commissioner Louis ‘I. 
Harris when he made public the 
statistics for 1926. 

_ Last year there were 125,515 births 
in the city, according to the table 
compiled for Dr. Harris by Dr. 
William H. Guilfoy, Registrar of the 
Health. Department. This was at 
the rate of 21 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion while fifteen years ago the rate 
was 28 per 1,000. In the year 1915 
there were 141,256 births in the city 
although the population then was 
smaller by 700,000, one of the com-

The latest ‘to fall. before a firing 
squad, according to a communiqué 
issued this evening by General José 
Alvarez, Chief of the Presidential 
Headquarters Staff, are General Fer- 
nando Reyes, who once fought with 
Villa; and General Silvano Garcia, 
for ten years a leader of outlaw 
bands in the hills of Vera Cruz. 

Dr. Jiminez O’Farrell, who. was as- 
sociated with General Gomez during 
the revolt, has given himself SP and 
is being brought to Mexico City to 
explain his case. 

efore General Gomez was exe- 
cuted he pleaded for clemency for 
Dr. O'Farrell, .saying. that he. had in- 
veigled the physician into the revolt 
and that he had no part in the reyo- 
lutionary conspiracy. 

Excerpts. From Communiqué. 

The communiqué of General Al- 
varez reads, in part, as follows: 

— General Fernando Reyes 
has been captured by Federal troops 
under General Gilberto Limon, Chief 
of the Presidential Guards, at Tes- 
celo, Vera Cruz, and a summary 
court-martial ‘has been ordered: 

“Dr. Jimenez. O’Farrell who left 
the capital with Arnulfo (Gomez, sur- 
rendered voluntarily to. General 
Limon at Teocelo. He is being 
brought to Mexico City by order of 
—* dent Calles to justify his con- 

uct. 

“The following messages have been 
received from General Escobar, the 
Federal commander: 

— Vera Cruz, Nov. 7. 

**‘T beg to report that this morning 
at 7 o’clock former General Fer- 
nando Reyes was shot in a _ local 
cemetery. He had rebelled against 
the constitutional Government. 
“*This action was in accord with 
the sentence of a court-martial. 

‘‘ ‘General J. G. ESCOBAR.’

CITY A SYMPHONY IN RED 


Lenin’s Tomb Alone Sombre in Blaze 
of Lights, Bunting, Banners 
and Festoons.

MOSCOW, Nov. 7.—The ‘Soviet 
Revolution today—the second day of 
the week’s celebration of its tenth 
anniversary—had its triumphant 
army parade of 30,000 well-trained 
troops through the Red Square. 
There followed a quarter of a mil- 
lion picked..representatives..of the 
Soviet proletariat for hour after 
crowded hour. 

Kalinin, President of the Soviet 
Republic, standing atop Lenin’s 
tomb, took the salute of the Red 
Army. War Minister Voroshilof, 
with his Chiefs of Staff and high 
officers, accompanied by foreign 
military attachés in full dress uni- 
form, conducted the review with 
flawless precision. 

But where was Trotsky, who de- 
spite his opposition heresy led th2 
Red Army to victory? Trotsky witan 
his brother-in-law Kamenef had no 
part in the celebrations. This after- 
noon he drove round the city in a 
privates auto and once when he tried 
to cross the long line of workers 
marcning toward the Red Square he 
was nalted peremptorily by a gen- 
darm:. Trotsky, wearing civilian 
clothes, smiled—a trifle bitterly, per- 


haps—and the human stream passed 
on berore him without recognition. 


Others Jeered and Cheered. 


Other prominent Oppositionists, 
Radek and Preobrajenski, seen on 
the balcony of the Metropclis Hote, 
in Thectre Sauare were greeted 
with ironic whistles mingled with 
cheers. Later they walked about the 
Red Scveare prictically unnoticed. 

In other words, you take long 
chances when you try to buck the 
party machine. Contrast the terrific 
ovation given to the leader Stalin at 
the Grand Opera House last night. 
The astute Georgian, who prefers to 
work in the background, did not 
want to speak, but dragged to the 
tribune Bukharin and Rykof. Stand- 
ing motionless, without a gesture of 
any kind, he said in his deep voice: 

“What have I to say? Everything’s 
been said. Long live the Soviet Re- 
public and World Iiternational!’’ 

He hurried back to his seat amid 
tumultuous cheers end the familiar 
strains of the ‘‘Internetional.’’ There 
was no hint of nervousness or un- 
certainty. Stalin just does not like 
the limelight. 

Today Kalinin’s voice rang across 
the Red Square. 

“They said we couldn’t last a week 
—we'’ve lasted ten years,’’ he said. 
The whole world combined to break 
us. The whole world now knows our 
strength. Our endurance, ourstrength, 
are earnest of future victory. Hurrah 
for the international revolution!’’ 

The military bands blared forth 
the ‘‘International.’’ It was taken 
up in a tremendous chorus by the 
dense grey-clad masses of soldiers 
before us and echoed in thunder 
across thousands more drawn up in 
Theatre Square beyond. Almost 
simultaneously came the deafening 
roar of the Kremlin guns, salvo on 
salvo for six long minutes, while the 
troops stood rigid as gray statues, 
and the blue smoke eddied up over 
the tower of the Spasski Gate and 
transformed the colored domes, min- 
arets and pinnacles of St. Basil’s 
Church into an Arabian Nights pal- 
ace, a Djinn-built wonder, and sank 
down softly in the still Autumn air 
like the war god’s acrid breath en- 
veloping those dedicated to his ser- 
vice. 

It was the supreme moment of the 
Soviet Republic, born in unspeakable 
agony but rising higher each arduous 
year from fire and blood. 

On the black roof of the mausoleum 
where Lenin lies embalmed, Kalinin’s 
figure loomed gigantic above the 
smoke mist, one arm outstretched, 
motionless as stone. Twenty years 
ago Kalinin belonged to the poorest 
class of the peasantry, forced by 
sheer pressure of starvation into the 
cities each Winter to work in fac- 
tories at slavery wages. Now he is 
the President, and symbol of New 
Russia.

I had seen many, many des in 
France during the war and after the 
victory, but the discipline, alignment 
and equipment of this Red army was 
a real surprise. I saw no tanks, no 
gas outfit, no heavy guns. Russia 
has them, of course, in. a_ limited 
degree, but those so important 
branches of military science are not 
yet developed here to the extent of 
Western armies. 

Behind a regiment of special rail- 
road protection troops in gray coats 
and round astrakhan caps came their 
exact model in petto—a regiment, it 
seemed to be, of dwarfs. They were 
former homeless children ‘‘adopted’’ 
by the railroad divisions as a sort of 
cadet school, marching with the dis- 
cipline and precision of their elders, 
plus gratified grins in answer to the 
crowd’s applause. As they passed 
the bands played a jazzed-up version 
of the famous Volga boat song and 
the youngsters stepped out like 
veterans. 

Next came the sweep of Turcoman 
cavalry at a sharp trot, in immense 
black shakos and gray ponchos, 
disappearing, like the Mongol raid- 
ers their ancestors were 7 ears 
ago, into the smoke cloud that hung 
low round Saint Basil’s Church. As 
a finale the bands of the mixed regi- 
ments played .‘‘Buoyonny’s March”’ 
in honor of the popular leader, now 
Inspector General of the Soviet cav- 
alry. 

Parade of the Proletariat. 


It was just 11 o’clock. The whole 
program had moved with clockwork 
precision. The parade was followed 
by a march past of a quarter of a 


million organized workers of the 
Communist sections with floats and 
banners. In the forefront was car- 
ried a forty-foot dragon with green 
scales. It was a two-headed, fear- 
some beast. One head represented 
Sir Austen Chamberlain with his 
monocle. the other Mussolini, with 
the Fascist swastika above his fore- 
head. 

Another’ float showed a capitalist 
lying dead on a bier with the ban- 
ner, ‘‘We’ve killed Russian capital- 
ism: hail the downfall of world capi- 
tal.’’ 


A majority of the floats and ban- 
ners marked comparison of the years 
1921 and 1927—a small sack and a 
large sack, a small factory and a 
large factory, a small oil barrel and 
a larger oil barrel. 

For the first time in such parades 
fancy dress gave a note of color, the 
women garment workers wearing 
picturesque costumes of peasants and 
nobles of the Middle Ages. ; 

It is red Moscow indeed at night. 
On countless roofs and facades are 
gleaming letters of fire that throw a 
red glow over the city. Windows and 
doors project a red light upon dense 
street crowds noisily comparing show 
pieces. 

Everywhere are red bunting, red 
banners and red festoons. On the 
roofs a red cross—not the Christian 
symbol, but the capital Latin nu- 
meral ten—and the red Bolshevist 
stars predominate. In windows the 
display is cunningly arranged to 
focus a central bust or picture of 
Lenin. Kalinin, Stalin, Rykof and 
Buyenny are also featured, but Trot- 
sky is conspicuous by his absence. 

By general acclaim Leningrad 
Store, at the corner of Petrovka, has 
the finest window display. A bust of 
Lenin in the centre is set in red flags 
and behind him to the right is an 
illuminated picture of the Kremlin 
and to the left a model factory with 
red-lighted windows. In the fore- 
ground a soldier is shaking hands 
with a peasant and a sailor is shak- 
ing hands with a workman. A smith 
with a hammer is standing above a 
world globe and behind in red light 
is the inscription, ‘‘Workers of the 
world unite for the victory of com- 
munism,”’ 

Another window pictures an auto- 
truck laden with goods chasing a 
terrified dwarf and beneath in fiery 
letters is ‘‘Cooperatives run the pri- 
vate trade out of business.”’ 


Red Square True to Its Name. 


The Red Square for once is true 
to its name. The whole wide front 
of the Central State Department 
Store blazes on puddles that look 
like blood. A red star glows upon a 
low circular stone edifice where exe- 
cutions formerly were held under the 
eyes of Emperors sitting on a bal- 
cony of the Kremlin Tower. The 
fortress wall shines with the huge 
red numbers 1917-1927. with an il- 
luminated inscription in the centre 
iving the figures of the Communist 
arty, 1,250,000, and the Communist 
Youth organization, over 2,000,000. 

Close under the wall the beautiful 
little monument that is Lenin’s tomb 
looms black under faint white lights 
on its superstructure, but the bay- 
onets of its guards who pace the 
courtyard night and day shine red 
as if with blood. 

There must have been 10,000 people 
in the Red Square last night. In- 
deed, it seemed as if all Moscow was 
in the streets. In Theatre Square a 
big crowd assembled round a loud- 
speaker connected with the Grand 
Opera, where the Moscow Soviet was 
entertaining foreign delegations 
with speeches and a concert. 

It was a picturesque scene. Dele- 
gates trom many nations were in th: 
parterre and galleries. Here was a 
Chinaman in flowing silk next a 
blond Norwegian in a business suit 
and there a turbaned Indian Mo- 
betcheobectclotche Mm Sine Mm elole)el-te Mm ol-' Ke Mmm get he) 
blouse and blue skirt from a Glasguw 
factory. On the stage were the 
Soviet leaders at a red _ table— 
Ukhanoff, President of the Moscow 
Soviet, in the chair, flanked by 
Rykof, Kalinin, Stalin and Bukarin., 
who in a fiery speech describing the 
Soviet Union’s uphill fight against a 
hostile world evoked tumultuous 
applause and brought the audience 
to its feet singing the ‘‘Inter- 
national.’’ 


The Huge White Head of Lenin. 


At the back of the stage, yard-wide 
red streamers converged upon an 
immense white head of Lenin with 
its hyper-developed brain pan like 
that of the ‘“‘Grand — 
by H. G. Wells. Behind the head 
a picked squad of the Red Army 
stood rigid statues with drawn sabres 
to honor the flags of the crack regi- 
ments drooping above the head of 
the dead leader. 

All the newspapers in double- 
size numbers concentrated on the 
achievements of the Soviet Union 
and articles by Soviet leaders who, 
following Stalin’s lead, emphasize 
the extreme ‘‘leftness’’ of the pres- 
ent administration policy—in re- 
sponse, no doubt, to the Opposition 
charge that the country is swinging 
to the og a 

Amidst this chorus of self approval 
by the Soviet press the Pravda fea- 
ture writer, Liciloi Kolzos, dares to 
strike a discordant. note by a com- 
parison of living conditions and re- 
muneration of writers and scientists 
abroad and in Russia. 

“I know,’’ he concludes, “‘that a 
forei business’ man, speculator or 
brainless movie queen makes infin- 
itely more money than the most 
eminent scientist. But abroad the 
latter is not forced, as here, to live 





in one small room with a sleeping 
gallery for his growing childsen.”’ 


| BRITISHPARLIAMENT 


-TO-CONVENE TODAY 


Much Important Legislation 
Must Be Considered Before 
Christmas Recess. 


Welsh Miners Gather at Cardiff to 
March on Westminster With 
Petition for Aid.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—The Houses of 
Parliament open tomorrow for. a 
twenty-nine-day session before the 
Christmas _recess, into which must 
be crammed considerable legislation 
despite the scheduled hard fighting 
of the Labor benches. The principal 
measures, which are sure to delay 


legislation, are the Blanesburgh bill, 
revising unemployment insurance 
downward, the army reorganization 
bill and the Blitish films bill. 

So great is the press of needed 
enactments that the Government 
was able to grant only one day to 
discussion of the prayer book meas- 
ure, one of the most controversial 
questions in present British life. Sim- 
ilarly,.a single day is expected to be 
granted at bor’s insistence to dis- 
cuss the breakdown of the Geneva 
naval conference. 

The :eduction of the doles measure 
is sure to draw the greatest fire, 
thougn the Opposition is bound to be 
tempered somewhat by the fact that 
the bill involves several recommen- 
dations of the three Labor members 
of the Blanesburgh Commission. In 
fact, some reorganization is consic- 
ered so necessary that if it does nmt 
pass before the end of the session, 
the whole structure of the doles is 
likely ‘to be in jeopardy. 

As the new session opens it finds 
the prestige of the Conservative 
Party somewhat dimmed by Labor 
victories im the municipal elections 
and by the growth within the domi- 
nant party itself of a group of 
— Conservatives’’ outspoken 
in criticism of their leaders and res- 
tive under the unbroken rule of the 
elderly statesmen. 

The opening business of both houses 
tomorrow will be announcements by 
Premier Baldwin and Lord Birken- 
head and the introduction of a bill to 
set up a commission to inquire into 
the workings of the Government of 
India act, a measure which has 
aroused such opposition in India that 
there are threats there of a boycott. 


CARDIFF, Wales, Nov. 7 @).—Un-

Cook was not here for the start of 
the march, having been detained in 
London for important meetings of 
the federation, which opposes the 
principles of the march on the 
ground that it is tainted with com- 
munism. David Lloyd Davies will 
lead the procession until Cook can 
join it and take command. 

First reports indicated that the pro- 
cession would move with several hun- 
dred unemployed from the region of 
Newport, n¢-r Cardiff, and be joined 
here and there later by delegations 
from other districts. The plan is to 
make halts at Bristol, Bath, Chippen- 
ham, Hungerford, Swindon, New- 
bury, Reading, Maidenhead and Run- 
nymede Slough.

ADOPTED AT GENEVA 


Declaration for Fair Tariffs Is 
Incorporated Over Protest. 
of American Delegation. 


WILSON LEADS LOSING FIGHT 


Minister Awaits Instructions on 
Signing, but 15 Countries Will 
Affix Signatures Today. 


GENEVA, Nov. 7 (#).—A reference 
to the necessity of establishing equi- 
table customs duties, which was in- 
corporated at the last moment in 
the convention for the removal of 
trade restrictions, brought strong 
protest tonight from the American 
delegation at the International Con- 
ference now in session here. Despite 


the American objection, however, the 
clause: was maintained in the conven- 
tion text. 

A controversy occurred in the clos- 
ing hours of the conference, which 
adopted in the final reading the text 
of the convention itself, the protocol 
and the “final act.’’ 

Hugh R. Wilson, the American 
Minister to Switzerland, announced 
that he had not received instructions 
as to signing-the treaty, but fif- 
teen countries, including Germany, 
France, Great Britain, Italy and Bel- 
gium, announced that they would 
*8 the document tomorrow. 

e American delegation moved 
the suppression of two clauses of the 
“final act,’’ but was defeated on both 
questions, being supported only by 
Rumania on one and by Ireland on 
the other. 

Mr. Wilson, in his speech, declared 
that the United States had always 
desired some declaration specifically 
exempting import duties and the 
manner of applying them from the 
scope of the convention, which was 
understood 2, apply only to the re- 
moval of trade prohibitions. 

“But,’’ he said, ‘‘reference to cuws- 
toms duties, like Hamlet’s ghost, 
continues to appear when least ex- 
pected.”’ 

The American Minister then moved 
elimination of the clause which de- 
clares that return to freedom of 
trade of any particular product en- 
tails on the producing and consum- 
me countries corelative obligations. 

r. Wilson argued that this clause 
would seem to force the United 
States to grant more favorable im- 
port duties on manufactured goods 
to countries, which abolish export 
prohibitions on raw materials shipped 
to the United States, but, he de- 
clared, the American tariff system 
does not permit reductions in duties 
as compensation for favors given. 

His move to delete the clause was 

lost. It. was supported only by Ru- 
mania, and was opposed by eleven 
countries, while fourteen countries 
abstained from voting, apparently 
because of the delicate nature of the 
question involved. 
‘The conference likewise refused to 
approve the American motion for 
the suppression of the article which 
declares that health restrictions im- 
posed on the importation of cattle 
and plants should not be calculated 
to hamper the exporting countries, 
and that the League of Nations 
should convoke a conference to con- 
sider the whole subject.

BUILDER'S PORTRAIT 


U. of P. Expedition Tells of Dis- 
covery of New Form of Writing 
in Bethshan Also. 


RELICS OF 33 CENTURIES 


In a Home of the 1300s B. C., a 
Sink, Pottery and Ovens With 
Ashes in Them Were Found. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7 (@).—A 
Portrait of the builder of the Tempie 
of Dagon, mentioned in the Book of 
Chronicles, and other important 
finds have been unearthed by archae 
dlogists of the University of Penn- 
Sylvania Museum in Reisan, thc 
biblical Bethshan, in Palestine. 

Details of the discoveries were re- 
vealed in the first report for the 
sixth year of the expedition’s work, 
which was made public tonight. 

A new form of ancient writing and 
telics identifying eight perio of 
history covering thirty-three centur- 
ies, from the days when the Pharaoh 
Amenophis II ruled in Egypt, 
through the invasions of the ili- 
stines, the Israelites, the Persians 
and the Romans, to the time cf the 
Crusaders were found in the mound 
of the fortress at Beisan. 

Alen Rowe, director of the expedi- 
tion, reported that the work was 
begun in September, and that the 
excavations in the fortress had 
reached a depth of thirty-seven feet. 

A door-jamb, unearthed soon after: 
the work started, bore. the portrait 
of the builder of the Temple of Da- 
gon. His name was recorded on the 
door-jamb as ‘‘Ramases Wesr-Khe- 
pest, Commander of the Egyptian 
garrison in Bethshan.’’ 

Further discoveries with reference 
to Ashtoreth, or. Astarte, a Philistine 
deity frequently denounced in the 
Old Testament, also have been made. 
Ashtoreth’s temple was uncovered 
by the expedition of 1925. This year 
a figurine and cult objects belonging 
to the same goddess were unearthed. 

In an adjacent temple, dedicated to 
the, war god Repesh, was found a 
faience figurine covered with gold 
foil and a lapis lazuli scarab bearing 
the inscription of the Egyptian 
Pharaoh Sesostris I, who reigned 
about 2,000 B. C. Mr. Rowe said the 
scarab was the finest specimen he 
had ever seen. 

The new form of writing was found 
on the handle of a pottery vessel 
and is believed by Mr. Rowe to be- 
— to some mixed system of linear 
writing used about 1500 B. C. in the 
Oriental basin of the Mediterranean. 
He said it appeared to be a mixture 
of Cretan and Cypriote writing. 

Ina kitchen of the fourteenth 
century B. C., paved with brick, 
was found a stone water bow] sunken 
in a corner—the sink of these early 
days. In storerooms and pantries 
near by were uncovered circular pot- 
tery ovens with ashes still in them, 
and a grinding stone with quantities 
of small-grained corn lying near it. 
Pottery jars, with the sesame seed 
used for oils and sweets, and a pot 
with a movable strainer, the fore- 
runner o fthe modern tea and coffee 
pot, were found. 

Other discoveries. included bronze 
spearheads and axeheads, the wheels 
of a model chariot similar to those 
referred to in Joshua which enabled 
the Canaanites of Beisan to repulse 
the Israelites; flint implements and 
various utensils used in’ the daily 
life of the ancient people. 

Bricks bearing the impressions of 
a child’s feet, a dog and a gazelle, 
made nearly 4,000 years ago, were 
among the finds. In another spot 
was found a child’s rattle of pottery, 
with small stones in its interior.

SHAW DOUBTS RED SUCCESS 


Writer Thinks Soviet Will Have to 
Muzzle Third International. 


BERLIN, Nov. 7 ().—The Berlin 
Mittag Zeitung today prints an inter- 
view with Bernard Shaw in which 
the British writer gives his views on 
the Soviet Republic, which he de- 
scribes as the most interesting ex- 
periment in the history of civil- 
ization. 

The experiment, Shaw thinks, may 
very well end in failure, but it will 
be: none the less interesting. 

Shaw made severe comments on 
the recent British raid on the Arcos 
Building and the diplomatic rupture 
with Russia which followed. The 
writer contends that the incident 
simply resulted in strenghtening 
Bolshevism. 

“In Russia the Third International 
is the Church,’’ said Shaw, ‘‘and one 
day the Bolshevist State will be com- 
pelled to lock their Pope—that is to 
say, the Tihrd International—in a 
Vatican where he cannot. interfere 
with State affairs, for in thé long 
run the Soviets cannot allow them- 
selves to.be .brought into continue:

| The advertisement referred to by 
the Mayor was published in Tur 
‘Times and other New York City 
newspapers yesterday morning and 
bore the announcement of the adver- 
tising firm of Lord & Thomas & 
Logan of 247 Park Avenue: 

“This advertisement is published 
on behalf of one of our ‘clients.” 

At the office of Lord & Thomas 
& logan a request for information 
as to the identity of this client was 
refused. 


Attacks Higher Fare Groups. 


In his final appeal for the adoption 
of the amendment, Mayor Walker 
.declared the same interests and indi- 
viduals who are trying.to get an in- 
creased carfare were conducting a 
campaign to defeat the amendment 
up-State, where the residents are not 
affected by the present subway con- 
gestion, which the amendment is de- 
signed to relieve. 

The Mayor’s statement follows: 

*“‘On the eve of election day, I want 
to make this final appeal to the citi- 
zens of New York City and to the 

eople of the rest of the State on 

ehalf of the straphangers’ amend- 
ment to the Constitution extending 
the borrowing capacity of New. York 
City to the extent of $300,000,000 for 
the construction of new subways. 
Remember that this money can be 
used only for the construction of 
new rapid transit lines and for no 
other purpose. Remember’ _ that 
neither the State nor any city, town 
or village outside of the City of New 
York will be put to cven a penny’s 
expense by reason of its adoption. 

“For over two years this resolu- 
tion has been before the legislature 
of the State and the people of the 
State. It has always been treated 
as a non-political, non-partisan 
Measure. It has not encountered 
great opposition. Its merit appealed 
to every one. 

*“‘Recentiy, however, a sinister op- 
position has developed. Behind this 
opposition are the same individuals 
and the same interests that are lcav- 
ing no stones unturned in their at- 
tempts to get an increased fare. 
They hope that continuation of the 
fearful congestion in the subway will 
stampede a desperate public into 
abandoning the five-cent fare. They 
realize that this amendment is about 
to be adopted by the people and they 
are sparing no troubie’ and no ex- 
pense in a last minute campaign to 
defeat it. They appreciate the hope- 
Jessness of converting the 6,000,000 
straphangers of New York City who 
every day meet direct and physical 
proof of the necessity for rew sub- 
ways. 


Sees Huge Sums Spent. 

“With their power and their wealth 
they have made their attack up-State 
where they believe they can gain 
sympathy among those citizens who 
are more fortunate than the strap- 
hangers of New York City and who 
are not compelled to undergo every 
day the awful subway experience ‘of 
the people of the metropolis. They 
have unlimited resources to conduct 
their campaign and to support their 
propaganda. . 

“Every voter who votes no on this 
proposal or refrains from voting is 
helping this higher fare group to 
drive the citizens of New York to 
surrender to their demands. The 
newspapers, especially up-State, are 


crowded with paid advertisements 
proclaiming, ‘Kill the amendment.’

venting New York City from building 
new subways when every citizen 
knows they are pets A Certainly 
not the strap-hangers. Certainly’ not 
the ‘disinterestedor even the 
ferent citizen. nly those who out 
of a mercenary interest seek to de- 
feat this amendment are supplying 
the funds for this.costly. campaign. 

“Who signed the-checks that paid 
for the State-wide advertisements 'en- 
titled, ‘Kill the.. $300,000,000 Bond 
Issue’?’’ 

A final appeal for the. defeat.of 
the amendment was made in a radio 
speech by Laurence Arnold. Tanzer, 
representing the Citizens Union, who 
declared that the proposed extension 
of the city’s borrowing power was 
unnecessary and designed largely to 
enable the city-to recapture some of 
the existing subways. Jacob A. Liv- 
ingston, Brooklyn Republican leader, 
also issued an election eve statement, 
urging defeat ‘of the amendment. 

Sees No Question of Fare. 
“The proposed amendment has noth- 
ing to do with the question of fare 
or the adoption of any particular 
transit readjustment plan, Robert 
Adamson, Chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee on Housing and Transit, 
declared in a:radio speech from sta- 
tion H. 
“Our committee ‘is -non-partisan, 
ae made up almost equally of Re- 
publicans and Democrats from all the 
five boroughs,’’ Mr. Adamson said. 
‘“‘Among our business men and citi- 
zens, who must use the subways, the 
necessity of passing this amendment 
has been clear for some time. 

‘‘We are confident, therefore, that 
Amendment No. 2 will win the sup- 
port of the public tomorrow and we 
ask our citizens not to be misled by 
any eleventh hour appeals which are 
plainly being put. out by those who 
are interested in an increased fare, 
rather than in the welfare and health 
of our people. If all our citizens vote 
yes on Amendment No. 2 tomorrow, 
the question of fares and the problem 
of new subways will be settled for 
some time to come. Nothing now is 
half as vital to New York as new 
rapid transit lines and these transit 
facilities are needed above anything 
else, and needed just as quickly as 
they can be built. It is the voters’ 
turn to take a hand in settling this 
question tomorrow and I have no 
doubt that they will act wisely and 
definitely in their decision.”’

CITIZENS UNION ASKS DEFEAT. 


Official Says City Soon Will Have 
$400,000,000 Debt Margin. 


A. final appeal for the defeat of the 
$300,000,000 debt amendment was 
made last night by Laurence Arnold 
Tanzer, representing the Citizens 
Union, in a speech from radio station 
WEVD. Mr. Tanzer said in part: 

The only argument urged in favor 
of the amendment is its supposed ne- 
cessity. But there is no such neces- 
sity. The city has sufficient debt-in- 
curring power within the present 
limitation to care for all present 
needs. The Administration’s own 
financial officers have published fig- 
ures showing that within the next 
year the city will have a clear bor- 
rowing margin of nearly $400,000,000. 
It is conceded that the present mar- 
gin is well over $150,000,000. The 
tentative tax assessment for 1928 in- 
dicates an ~ddition from that source 
of at least $125,000,000, probably 
more. The ay has an untouched 
margin of about $90,000,000 in realty 
valuations taxable for State pur- 
poses but temporarily exempt from 
local taxation. The present debt to 
be retired from next year’s taxes 
brings the total close to the $400,- 

.000 mark. 

“The Constitution as it stands to- 
day permits the exclusion of rapid 
transit bonds from the debt limit, 
provided only they arc self-support- 
ing. The city now has an invest- 
ment of $265,000,000 in the present 
subway: lines upon which it receives 
not one cent for interest or amorti- 
zation. The present proposal is cal- 

ulated to avoid the adontion of any 
‘Intelligent and businesslike plan for 
‘making that investment pay or for 
making future subways pay, by ob- 
taining authority to sink $300,000,000 
additional, without limit or safe- 
guard, in the present subway morass. 

‘‘And while the need for more sub- 
ways is urged as the reason for the 
amendment, its real purpose has now 
been disclosed as being to bring 
about the recapture of portions of 
the existing unprofitable lines!

Attention, however, was called 
to that portion of the Gilbert memo- 
randum in which he stated that while 
an advisory organization or com- 
mittee has been established by Ger- 
many to supervise loans its ‘‘efforts 
have not been successful,’’ and also 
his statement that a ‘‘new and truly 
effective supervision’ of the Ger- 
Man financial operations of this 
nature was urgently needed to safe- 
guard Germany’s economic re- 
covery. 

Uppermost in the minds of Secre- 
tary Mellon and-other officials, it is 
understood, was the fact that -Mr. 
Gilbert emphasized and = re-em- 
phasized his conclusions that Ger- 
many by prompt action could set her 
financial house in order and place 
the nation in a position to continue 
to meet reparation payments under 
the Dawes plan in full, even after 
the maximum of $625,000,000 is 
reached in September, 1928. 

Remedies Gilbert Suggested. 

These officials, it was said, read 
with deep interest the following 
paragraph in Mr. Gilbert’s memo- 
randum: 

“The remedies consist primarily in 
reversing the present tendencies to- 
ward overspending and overborrow- 
ing, and applying instead a régime: 
of strict economy and of ordered 
finance. These are remedies which 
lie largely in the hands of the Ger- 
man vernment, and if they will 
act promptly and effectively the 
Reich and the other public author- 
itieg still have it in their power to 
prevent a crisis.”’ 

The situation in Germany has been 
watched carefully by the interna- 
tional financial experts of the Amer- 
ican Government, although officials 
are guick to emphasize that this Gov- 
ernment is not formally linked up 
with the Dawes plan, and that Mr.

United Steel, which was quoted as 
high as 150 recently, slid to 95, the 
first time since it was placed on the 
market that it has been below par.

MANY WINDOWS ARE BROKEN 


Spontaneous Combustion of fe) [| 
Waste In Unused Firebox Is 
Suspected as Cause. 


Three persons were injured, one se- 
riously, and 500 women and children 
were thrown into confusion when an 
emergency water heater in the base- 
ment of the five-story apartment 
house at 1,000 Whitlock Avenue, the 
Bronx, exploded shortly before 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. A num- 
ber of tenants were knocked down or 
tossed into the air by the detonation, 
which destroyed the heater, put the 
main furnace out of commission, 
flooded the basement with boiling 
water and broke the window panes 
of the first two floors of the building. 

George Patterson, 23 years old, col- 
fo) if -te Oo) a Wood Place, Yonkers, 
the fireman, and Adolph Caine, 24, 


colored, living at the apartment, had 
just stuffed the fire box of the heater 
with rubbish when it blew to pieces, 
hurlin Patterson fifteen feet 
through a glass door into the court- 
yard and knocking down Caine. Mar- 
tin Brown, superintendent of the 
building, who had been standing in 
an adjoining room in the basement, 
was also knocked down. 

Patterson was taken to Lincoln 
Hospital in a serious condition, suf- 
fering from a badly lacerated scalp 
and severe burns of the face, arms, 
hands and body. Caine and Brown, 
after being treated by ambulance 
surgeons for shock and bruises, re- 
mained at home. 

Mrs. Nettie Fosburg, living on the 
second floor, snatched up Deane; her 
nine-months-old son, and rushed to 
the stairway landing, where she 
fainted. At the same time Mrs. Bella 
Klein, who was descending from the 
third floor, where she resides, fell 
down the stairs, collapsing at Mrs. 
Fosburg’s side. Louis Glandmann, 
65, seated in an armchair on the 
second floor, was thrown, chair and 
all, three feet into the air. 

The furnace was so badly damaged 
that it had to be shut off. Two 
foundation walls in the basement 
were blown out. Pipes and fixtures 
were twisted and window panes in 
neighboring apartment houses were 
shattered. According to Superinten- 
dent Brown, the emergency heater 
had not been in use since cold weath- 
er had arrived, and it is believed that 
the explosion may have been caused 
by spontaneous combustion of accu- 
mulated gases or by turpentine from 
painting material. The house was 
being repainted.

FAKE DOCTOR GETS 


Koch Weeps for Mercy in the 
Presence of Women Victims 
_. but Judge Denounces Him. 


CALLS HIM A SCOUNDREL 


Prosecutor to Press New Charge to 
- Jail Him for Life if He Gets 
Out Too Soon. 


Edward Koch, 87 years old, alias 
Dr. Friedman, alias Dr. Katz, alias 
Dr. Franklin, who, impersonating a 
physician sent by their husbands, 
robbed a score of women in the 
Bronx and Brooklyn in the past three 
months, was sentenced by Judge 
Cohn in Bronx Court yesterday to 
twenty years in Sing Sing. The fake 
doctor wept as he was sentenced in 
the presence of seven of his victims. 

Koch, a third offender, had pleaded 
guilty to first degree grand larceny. 
He was convicted of felonies in 1920 
and 1923 and was wanted for a viola- 
tion of his parole from Sing Sing 
earlier this year. In passing sentence, 
Judge Cohn denounced Koch as an 
“unconscionable scoundrel,’’ ‘‘a men- 
ace to the community’’ and ‘‘lower 
than even the average crook.”’ 

Judge Cohn added that District At- 
torney McGeehan had informed him 
that he intended to seek another in- 
dictment against Koch in connection 
with another of his series of robber- 
ies and that this indictment would be 
held over his head if Koch were liber- 
ated from Sing Sing before his sen- 
tence expired. In that event Koch, 
upon conviction, would face life im- 
prisonment under the Baumes laws 
as a fourth offender.

LUDLOW, Vt., Nov. 7 (By Wireless 
from The Associated Press, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
Flood Radio Station).—Fire which 
broke out here early today threat- 
ened for a time to carry out the 
work of destruction left undone by 
the rising waters. Fanned by a 
high wind, the fire swept through a 
building on the river front and 
sparks were scattered about the 
town.

Residents had retired early last 
night in an effort to obtain the first 
real sleep since the flood struck the 
town last Thursday.

The fire burned for two hours be- 
fore volunteers working pumps suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing it.

Then Family at Little River, 
Vt., Is Nearly Drowned in 
Place of Refuge. 


AGED FARMER LEFT BEHIND 


Red Cross, After Rescuing Eight, 
to Try Again. 
Paralytic, 85, to Hospital. 


LITTLE. RIVER, Vt., Nov. 7 (®).— 
George Ravelin, 85 years. old, para- 
lyzed from the hips down, was lying 
today in an unlighted; unheated 
house that fairly dripped with the wa- 
ter that. passed completely over it 
last week. When he was found by 
the Red Cross his sole provisions con- 
sisted of eight potatoes. _ 

The old man’s plight was  discov- 
ered last night by searchers from 


Waterbury, of which this isolated: 


group of farmhouses is a part. Re- 
ports had drifted in that many in- 


habitants of the Little River. district 


and regions further along the Little 
River and the Winooski were in ter- 
rible distress. After a survey that 
took all day and lasted well into the 
night, the Waterbury Red Cross said 
that Ravelin’s case was entirely typi- 
eal of conditions outside the villages. 

Lloyd Squire, a Waterbury newspa- 
per man, crossed the Little River, 
which is ordinarily a timid stream, 
scarce more than a brook, but which 
became in the flood a destructive tor- 
rent half a mile wide, in a rickety 
flat-bottomed boat. In the Ravelin 
farmhouse he found the old man, a 
daughter and her four childrern and 
a son of the aged paralytic, all. cold 
and wet. They had no way to cook 
even the eight potatoes that com- 
prised their larder and were unable 
se fg anything or to send word for 

elp. 

The woman and the children were 
taken one at a time across the Little 
River in the boat, carried through 
mud knee deep up a half-mile hill 
and then transported by truck to 
Waterbury, where they _ received 
medical attention and hot food. 
Later they were evacuated to Stow, 
tvhich is above the flood line. 


Unable to Remove Aged Farmer. 


But old George Ravelin, with his 
huge farmer’s body and his useless 
legs, could not be carried in the frail 
rowboat, and so he spent another 
night in the house, so saturated with 
water that pressure of a hand 
against the walls would squeeze it 
out as from a sponge. 

His son stayed with him, and they 
received quinine to ward off fever 
and food to increase their failing 
strength. Rescuers planned another 
attempt there to span the river with 
at least some temporary structure so 
that the old man might be carried 
on -a stretcher to a~hospital, where 
he might have more chance of life. 

The Ravelin home was completely 
engulfed during the flood. There is 
no water line along the second story 
such as marks the majority of the 
houses along the Winooski and Little 
Rivers, because the water did not 
ston at the second story. 

When the waters rushed into the 
house, the old man was carried to 
the home of George Newbury, fifty 
yards away and on a somewhat 
higher piece of ground. The four 
children in the house and Ravelin’s 
son and daughter also took refuge 
with ._ Mrs. ewbury and her two 
children, Newbury himself being 
caught in Waterbury, unable to 
reach his family. 

These nine people huddled together 
and crept backward up the stairs 
as the water rose.

ARMY-TAKES OVER AREA 
AS AID FOR VERMONT 


General Brown Notifies War De: 
partment of Relief Work—Red 
Cross Plans Rehabilitation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The army 
teok over: direction of flood relief 
measures in the Burlington (Vt.) 
aréa today by request of Governor 
Weeks of Vermont. The request was 
made after the Governor declared 
8uch assistance was not needed in 
Montpelier, but the situation was 
such that army aid should be given 
to the civil authorities in the district 
west of Montpelier and north of Rut- 
land. This section, known as_ the 
Burlington area, was placed under 
the immediate control of Colonel 
og O. Hopkins of Fort Ethan 

en. 

In reporting this arrangement to 
the War Department late today after 
a flight over the flooded area and 
contacts with officials, Major Gen. 
Preston M. Brown, commandant of 
the First.Corps Area at Boston, who 
has directed the army activities in 
the flooded zones from Boston and 
from the advance field air base at 
Concord, N. H., stated that he would 
establish his headquarters near the 
scene of disaster. 

Miss Mildred Whiting, Red Cross 
nursing field representative for Ver- 
mont, now in — has been 
appointed director of nurses for that 
State in the event they are called 
out. The reserve.corps of Red Cross 
nurses, maintained’ at all times for 
such emergencies, has an‘ enrolment 
of 111 in Vermont, 225 in New Hamp- 
shire and more than 2,000 in Massa- 
chusetts. They can be called out‘on 
a moment’s notice, if any serious 
health situation should develop. 


WASHINGTON, Nov.:7 (#).—An ex- 
tensive reconstruction program will 
be conducted by the American Red 
Cross for the benefit of the New 
England flood victims. The organi- 
zation made plans today for rehabili- 
tation work and it was said that as 
soon as the waters had subsided to 
a point where permanent relief could 
be undertaken the Red Cross would 
see that all the communities affected 
by ~ disaster were placed on their 
eet. 

The reconstruction program prob- 
ably will include such items as the 
rebuilding and repairing of —— 7— 
the replacing of household goods, the 
furnishing of clothing and the pro- 
viding of livestock and.farm imple- 
ments It will be financed entirely 
from the national treasury of the 
Red Cross and such voluntary contri- 
butions as come in. It was empha- 
sized that no special appeal for funds 
will be made.

Massachusetts cities today were 
making a rapid recovery from the ef- 
fects of the high water. In Lowell 
the City Council appropriated $10,000 
for the relief of 100 or more families 
whose homes were flooded. Spring- 
field’s Mayor will ask his Council for 
an appropriation of $50,000. In Law- 
rence several hundred persons were 
out of work when factories there 
were unable to open. Three hundred 
persons cleared débris from North 
Adams streets. 

Further south, Connecticut was 
battling the effects of the receding 
freshet. Hundreds of families were 
forced from their homes in Hartford, 
East Hartford, Middletown and 
Wethersfield. About 200 persons are 
temporarily homeless in Hartford, 
and candles and lanterns are provid- 
ing light in Middletown. 

New England railroads made rapid 
strides to repair damage which may 
run as high as $10,000,000. Long dis- 
tance trains are now being operated 
over detours through three States, 
but in the northern parts of Vermont 
and New Hampshire, where miles of 
track still look as if it had been 
under shell fire, service cannot be 
re-established for many days. 

State Commissioner of Public 
Works Williams of Massachusetts 
said that by noon tomorrow practi- 
cally every road in the State except 
the Mohawk Trail and the highway 
running through Becket would be in 
good condition again soon.

LONG LOST WILDE MS. 
IS FOUND BY ARLISS 


Original of ‘Duchess of Padua,’ 
Missing Forty Years, Is 
Brought to New York. 


SCRIPT OF RARE BEAUTY 


In Kent, England. 


By a trick of circumstance one of |. 


the much sought manuscripts of a 
play by Oscar Wilde, believed by col- 
lectors to have been lost or de- 
stroyed, has come to light in New 
York. It is the complete manu- 
script of, ‘‘The Duchess of Padua,”’ 
226 pages in. Wilde’s exquisite hand- 
writing, only slightly yellowed by the 


\}forty-four years: that have passed 


since. Wilde penned: them in Paris. 
The discovery is one of those sur- 
prises which happen infrequently in 
the autograph and book collecting 
field. 

So far as is known, this is the sec- 
ond long, important manuscript by 
Wilde to come to America. The Pier- 
pont Morgan collection owns the 
autograph manuscript of ‘‘The Pic- 
ture of Dorian Gray,’’ ,while the 
manuscripts of four of the author’s 
best known plays are in the British 
Museum. 

The newly discovered document is 
now in the hands of Mitchell Ken- 
nerely, President of the Anderson 
Galleries, to whom it was turned 
over last Saturday by George Arliss, 
the actor, its owner, who arrived 
from England last Friday on the 
Mauretania. 


History of the Manuscript. 


This is the story of how it was lost 
sight of for more than forty years: 
In 1882 when Wilde was lecturing 
in this country he met the famous 
actress Mary Anderson and agreed 
to write a play for her.. They drew 
up a contract by which Miss Ander- 
son agreed to pay the author $1,000 
down and $4,000 more on accepting 
the play. 

Wilde returned shortly afterward 
to Paris and in 1883 completed the 
lay. He then went to London to 
— copies printed to-send Miss An- 
derson. Twenty copies were to be 
printed for private circulation. 
Wilde was acquainted with a 
printer of Bloomsbury, William Ar- 
liss-Andrews, who frequented _ the 
reading rooms of the British Muse- 
um. When the copies were completed 
the manuscript apparently was for- 
gotten, or Wilde may have given it 
to the printer. At any rate, it lay 
oh a shelf in the print shop, and 
when the printer died it came into 
the possession of his son, now known 
on the stage as George Arliss, and 
was stored away. 


Discovery of the Treasure. 


While returning to this country in 
September, 1926, Mr. Arliss recalled 
in a casual shipboard conversation 
with Mr. Kennerley that he .owned 
the Wilde manuscript, but’ could not 
remember what had been done with 
it. Realizing at once its significance 
Mr. Kennerley urged that a search 
be made. Accordingly Mr. Arliss 
undertook a hunt, but could find no 
trace of the manuscript in either his 
New York or London home. But 
at his place in Kent, England, he 
wee the manuscript early this 
all. 

With the exception of the first 
page the.manuscript is in excellent 
condition. It is signed in full by 
Wilde on the first: and last pages 
ane on the half-titles of three of the 
acts. , 

On the first page are two impres- 
sions of Wilde’s signet rings, one 
with his coat of arms and the other, 
which is repeated on the other half- 
titles, is the stamp, in red wax, of 
the head of his mother, ‘‘Speranza.’’ 
On the first page Wilde inscribed 
the play ‘‘Op. II.’”” He had already 
written ‘‘Vera,"’ so ‘“The Duchess of 
Padua’”’ naturally became the second 
of his ‘‘magna opera.” 


Author Timed the Acts. 


The second page lists the dra- 
matis personae,’ the third page the 
“‘scenario,’’ with the duration of 
each act meticulously recorded— 
twenty-five mines for the first, 
thirty-six minutes for the second, 
twenty-nine for the chird, thirty-one 
for the fourth and twenty-five for the 
last. It was ,evident from this 
manuscript that Oscar .ad acted the 
whole play and timed himself. On

Referee Finds Consent of Miss 
Clendenin to Wed Baron Was 
Obtained by Fraud.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 7.— 
Clifford Couch of Peekskill, as 
referee, filed a report in the West- 
chester County Supreme Court to- 
day, in which he recommended an- 
nulment of the marriage of Mrs.

The couple were married Dec. 1, 
1926. The report-says that they: be- 
came acquainted about three weeks 
before the marriage, and that the 
defendant and his friends and’ as- 
sociates entertained the plaintiff and 
made representations.to her of: the 
desirability of the defendant as a 
busband. This, the report says, was 
with the intent to obtain the consent 
of: the plaintiff. 
whereas,. they knew that the defen- 

t was not desirable as a husband. 

The: defendant was. in: destitute fi- 
nancial circumstances, the report 
says, and had no. regular -employ- 
ment or source of income, and had 
been ‘able to live through the small 
assistance: given by some of - his 
friends. . 

The report says that the Baron 
came to the United States on Oct. 
19, 1923,, upon a visitor’s passport 
permitting him to remain about 
three, months, and that, after. the 
three months had lapsed, “he re- 
mained unlawfully, and at the time 
of the marriage was -subject to: de- 
portation. 

For about a year prior to the mar- 
riage, the report goes on, there was 
an understanding between Harriett 
Collier. Woodwo and. Tornow. that 
he.would: marry her and that. this 
understanding was generally known 
among their acquaintances and 
friends, continuing to the date of 
his marriage to Miss Clendenin.

THE ROLL-CALL. 


The New England flood, with its 
sudden destruction of life and prop- 
erty, enforces the annual appeal of 
the American Red Cross. It fur- 
nishes-a .scene of devastation such 

- as,the Red Cross workers have ever 
to be ready to face.at a moment’s 
notice. Among the first reports 
that came through from Montpelier 
was one that 200 homeless families 
“were under the care of the Red 
Cross and were being sheltered and 
fed, and that typhoid vaccine was 
being provided with other supplies. 
In another section the Red Cross 
nurses were “held in readiness.” In 
the valleys of the Winooski and 
Little Rivers Red Cross workers 
searched isolated farms and found 
many cases of, extreme suffering. 
These are but illustrative of the sort 
of service that was given on a vaster 
scale in the great Mississippi flood 
and has been summarized by Mr. 
LYLE SAXON in his book on “ Father 
Mississippi.” 

There the Red Cross faced three 
major problems: First, the rescue 
of thousands who had sought places 
of refuge;, second, provision for 


a lesser disasters the Red Cross is de- 


pendent largely upon the returns 
from the annual Roll-Call. This 
is a national undertaking in which 
every. citizen should wish to have a 
part, and can have it by the small 
annual subscription of one dollar. 
Six million children, members of the 
Junior Red Cross (which this year 
celebrates its tenth anniversary), are 
among the recruits for the Ameri- 
can Red Cross of the future. 


THE TREASURY FINANCING. 


What most strikes one in the 
Secretary of the Treasury’s offer 
of short-term certificates is the ease 
with which the large and difficult 


6| task of providing for the redemp- 


tion of the remaining bonds of the 
Second Liberty Loan has been han- 
dled. By this offer of certificates 
running for seven months from Nov. 
15 and bearing 3% per cent. inter- 
est, it-is expected that the whole 
transaction will be completed. While 
there are still over $700,000,000 in 
‘bonds outstanding, the present’ ap- 
plication is for funds to the amount 
of only $400,000,000. The rest of 
the bonds, which in all probability 
will not be presented for redemption 
except in a scattering way and at 
irregular times, can be taken care 
of, if necessary, by the surplus in 
the Treasury. Thus without creat- 
ing a ripple in the money market, 
or coming to the banks for an ap- 
preciably larger sum than has been 
customarily asked by the Treasury 
in its quarterly financing, the extinc- 
tion of this large Government loan, 
called before it was due, has been 
assured. 

The result surprises no one who 
has had occasion to study the skill 
and foresight with which the Treas- 
ury has, during the past seven or 
eight years, dealt with the huge pub- 
lic debt. Reductions in it have been 
steadily made. Bonds have been 
bought by the billion, and the inter- 
est which the Government—that is, 
the taxpayers—has to meet has 
been lowered by scores of millions. 
It is doubtful if any parallel could 
be found for such great achieve- 
ments in public finance. It may be 
said that they were facilitated, as 
they were, by the unprecedented 
prosperity of the country, and by 
the vast revenues from taxation 
which poured into the Treasury. But 
this does not detract from the firm 
and competent management which 
brought about the solution of so 
many difficult financial problems 
with such smoothness. 

That the Treasury should now 
offer 3% per cent. for money has 
caused some comment. A ‘rate of 
3 per cent. was commonly looked 
for. But the Treasury, ‘in its pre- 
vious operations connected with the 
redemption of the Second Liberties, 
had offered five-year notes at 3% 
per cent. and twenty-year bonds at 
33g. No exact comparison can, of 
course, be made between these vari- 
ous issues, but the probability is 
that the Secretary of the Treasury 
wanted to make the Nov. 15 offer 
so attractive that it would be over- 
subscribed. Even so, it must not 
be imagined that the winding up of 
the Second: Liberty Loan relieves 
the Treasury from continuing inter- 
est charges in a very large sum, or 
takes care of the more than $2,000,- 
000,000 of the Third Liberty Loan 
maturing on Sept. 15, 1928. Pru- 
dence and économy should still -be 
the order of the day in the policy 
of the Treasury. So they should be 
even more emphatically in the policy 
of Congress. In this latest Treas- 
ury financing there is no en- 
couragement for plans to cut taxes 
to the point of endangering the 
Treasury surplus. 


CENTRALIZED GIVING. 


By definition the Federation of 
Jewish : Philanthropic Societies - is 
only an approach to the ideal of a 
community chest. But within the 
area of its activities, the Federation, 
as collector for and distributer to 
ninety-one relief agencies, exempli- 
fies the principles and. the results 
which account for the extraordinary 
spread of the community chest idea 
since the war. The story is told in a 
series of articles in the current Sur- 
vey Graphic. In 1917 the number of 
chest communities was 14. [t is now 
296. Out of 81 cities with a popula- 
tion of more than 100,000, no less 
than 70 now have the centralized 
system. In 1922 the collections were 
$23,000,000. This year they will be 
$64,000,000. 

The original argument in behalf of 
the community chest, elimination of 
waste in gathering and efficiency in 
distributing, has been more than 





established. Among unorganized 


agencies the cost of collection is 15 
per cent. of the total income. In the 
chest communities the figure is down 
to 7 per.cont.” For the Jewish Fed- 
eration, according. to President 
StRoock, it is down to 4 per cent. 
But important though the cost factor 
may be, a higher social value at- 
taches to the increasing number of 
givers. In Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, before the adoption of the 
community chest, the contributors 
were 1 for 30 of the population. 
They are now 1 for 8, a ratio that 
holds generally. 

One point for thought in the Sur- 
vey’s study is the slackening rate 
of annual increase in contributions: 
1924 showed a gain of 7.6 per cent. 
over the preceding year, and 1926 a 
gain of 5.8 per cent. over 1925, but 
this year is expected to show only 
1.3 per cent. increase. It may be to 
some extent a reflex of economic 
conditions. It is conceivable that the 
saturation ‘point is being reached. 
But the experts are inclined to stress 
the emotional factor. Some truth 
there is in the original objection to 
the community chest that it lets 
efficiency intervene between the 
giver and recipient of relief as 
human beings. Some danger there is 
of the machine becoming too perfect 
for the play of individual sentiment. 
“The continued success of the chests 
“must depend on their being able to 
“satisfy still more fully the human 
“hunger to participate in service.” 
The need is being met, as notably in 
the recent Cincinnati campaign, by 
putting greater responsibilities on 
the laity as against the social ex- 
perts. In another direction the effort 
is being made to subdue the clatter 
of machinery, as in the present 
Jewish Federation drive, which has 
eschewed “sensationalism” and re- 
duced to a minimum the number of 
general meetings. For the central- 
ized agency as for the old unaffili- 
ated organizations emphasis is laid 
on “the shoe-leather work of direct 
solicitation.” 4

of Light, but this year’s Kentucky 
Gubernatorial campaign offers no 
proof of it. From the start it has 
been a dull confusion of personali- 
ties, unpleasant revelations about 
candidates, inconsistency and hypoc- 
risy on both sides. The only dispute 
between the parties which can even 
be called an issue is whether by the 
election of the Democratic nominee, 
Mr. BECKHAM, legalized race-track 
betting will be ended and. bookmak- 
ers installed at the tracks. But 
since, to bring this about, a Legisla- 
ture friendly to the Beckham pro- 
gram must also be elected, even that 
issue is clouded. 

Both candidates are associated 
with professional politicians whose 
records offer Kentucky little hope 
of enlightened government. The 
Republican boss is MAURICE GALVIN 
of Covington, who is a friend of the 
Kentucky Jockey Club and a track- 
sore politician, The Democratic boss 
is PERCY HALY, who is now at outs 
with the Jockey Club and equally 
jaded from many uninteresting can- 
ters about the track of machine poli- 
tics. Mr. BECKHAM, as Governor and 
Senator, has an unimpressive record 
so far as achievement is concerned; 
Judge SAMPSON, the Republican nom- 
inee, has no better claims, and lacks 
also some of the personal qualities 
which BECKHAM has. Both cam- 
paign committees represent a tem- 
porary alliance of hostile factions; 
and on the stump for both nominees 
are men and women who, for rea- 
sons of party loyalty or expectations 
of political reward, are paying com- 
pliments they don’t mean. 

If the Republicans win, it will rep- 
resent nothing beyond reassurance 
to the racing interests and those 
who prefer State-supervised wager- 
ing to bookmaking. If the Demo- 
crats win, it will merely be a blow 
at the “ pari-mutuel” machines and 
an added proof of the strength of the 
illiberal voters in Kentucky. Stu- 
dents. of democracy will find little 
to encourage them in the entire 
spectacle. 











SHARPENING BOTH MINDS AND 
TOOLS. 


To make organized labor as use- 


ful to the workers as possible, they. 


must themselves recognize its pres- 
ent lacks and handicaps. It is a 
constant complaint of labor leaders 
that lack of information keeps the 
rank and file from advancing as 
surely as they might. A commonly 
suggested remedy is education— 
meaning, 4s a rule, vocational edu- 
cation. There is no doubt that ad- 
vanced technical training in the use 
of his tools gives the workman 
greater pleasure in his job. The 
electrical worker who learns some- 
thing of the “why” of his opera- 
tions has an immense advantage in 
interest and the chance of improv- 
ing his position over his fellow who 
merely knows what to do. 

A member of the Minneapolis 
Electrical Workers’ Union has an 
article in the November American 
Federationist in which he writes 
earnestly of the need of something 
broader for workers than vocation- 
al training. He is aware of the 
practical value of the latter, but “it 
“is not vocational training that we 
“are in need of nearly so much as 
“other kinds.” He is himself an 
ardent trade unionist, and his first 
thought in extending the knowledge 





of the workers is of the history of 





the labor movement, the principles 
and methods of unionism, and the 
working of economic laws. But to 
form classes and then induce the 
apathetic to attend is, as he admits, 
a large order. 

Indirect methods are the only 
ones possible... The general interest 
may be raised, this unionist thinks, 
through articles in newspapers and 
magazines, the stage, movies, books, 
the radio, lectures, debates and po- 
litical campaigns. Similarly the 
interest of the worker in his own 
trade may be stimulated by encour- 
aging him to investigate those gen- 
eral fields through which it is hoped 
to reach the public. If such enthu- 
siasts as this Minneapolis electrical 
worker will try for. a wider cultiva- 
tion among his followers, he will 
find them taking their classes much 
easier. Vocational training is sharp- 
ening their mechanical ability; gen- 
eral education will prepare their 
minds for the. special knowledge 
which it is so desirable for them to 
acquire. 


NEW JERSEY REPUBLICANS. 


A Washington dispatch to The 
Newark News foreshadows in the 
election today “loss of or material 
“lessening of Republican control of 
“the New Jersey Assembly.” There 
is “a distinct lack of harmony” 
among the Republican leaders. When 
it becomes necessary for them to 
hold a harmony meeting, as they 
did last week at the Essex Club in 
Newark, the Washington report is 
apparently not an invention. Those 
perennial candidates for the United 
States Senatorship, ex-Governor 
STOKES, HAMILTON F. KEAN and ex- 
Senator FRELINGHUYSEN, were pres- 
ent, as was Senator EDGE. The 
meeting was called by Chairman 
MotTT of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, who said that he “ wanted to 
“ bring these men together for har- 
“mony as I begin my work as State 
“Chairman.” When they met the 
three candidates were harmonious, 
in the sense that “it was ‘HAM,’ 
‘Ep’ and ‘Joe’.” But there was 
talk of a compromise candidate. 

There- has been internal strife. in 
the Republican Party in New Jersey 
for some time past. It had its origin 
in dissatisfaction over the election 
of three Democrats for Governor, 
EDWARDS, SILZER and MOoRE, and 
the election of EDWARDS as United 
States Senator. It has been aggra- 
vated by opposition in Northern New 
Jersey to the leadership of Sena- 
tor EDGE. Between him and KEAN 
there has been more than one 
trial of strength. Cross purposes are 
also seen in the number of rival 
candidates for the nomination as 
Governor. ei 

On the day of the “harmony” 
meeting a dinner of -the Walter. E. 
Edge. Republican Club of Essex 
County was held. The Senator dealt 
with harmony in his own way. “ To 
date,” he said, “we have heard 
“more about personal ambitions 
“than about platforms.” Signifi- 
cant was the hint: “ Before criticiz- 
“ing lack of sympathy from. other 
“ sections, some tangible evidence of 
“harmony at home would not be 
“amiss.” He called for a big Re- 
publican vote on Tuesday, and re- 
minded his. hearers: that Hudson 
polled “large votes in off years.” 
There seems to be evidence enough 
that the Republican Party in New 
Jersey is not a happy family. 


FOR BETTER AND WORSE. 


Compared with the country as a 
whole, the people of New York State 
marry more hastily and repent with 
more leisure. This would appear 
from the Department of Commerce 
figures on marriage and divorce in 
1925 and 1926. For the United 
States the increase in 1926 over the 
preceding year was for marriage 
1.2 per cent., for divorce 3.1 per 
cent. For New York State the in- 
crease was for marriage 4.9 per 
cent., for divorce 1.4 per cent. Ap- 
parently our own Commonwealth is 
not going helter-skelter for radical- 
ism, paganism and materialism. 

As compared with up-State the 
people of New York City marry 
more frequently but also divorce 
more readily. For the five metropoli- 
tan boroughs, with about one-half 
the population of the State, the mar- 
riage figures cited would show a rate 
of 7 per cent., indicating that above 
the’ Bronx the marriage rate last 
year rose only su per cent. For 
divorce the State as a whole shows 
an increase of 1.4 per cent., but New 
York City runs up. to 9 per cent. 
This in turn indicaces that up-State 
there has been 1 notable decrease m 
broken marriages. The inference 
must not be pushed too far on the 
basis of a single annual comparison. 
That caution would be reinforced by 
such anomalous details as New York 
County, of Broadway and the night 
clubs, with a divorce increase of 4 
per cent., and Brooklyn, of homes 
and churches, with an increase of 
21 per cent. 

That marriage is not passing out 
of fashion would’seem to be settled. 
Continued prosperity, a recognized 
factor in encouraging marriage, op- 
erated last year. But it is obvious, 
for a much longer period and over 
the entire United States, that preva- 
lent conceptions on the growing 
reluctance of men and women to 
assume marital obligations are alto- 
gether unfounded. In 1890 out of 
all males over the age of 15 the 
married were 53.9 per cent. In 1900 
they were 54.5 per cent. In 1910 
they were 55.8 per cent. In 1920 they 
were 59.2 per cent. Among every 
tRousand males over the age of 











15 the number of ‘husbands has 
increased in thirtyyears by fifty- 
three. Here again we must take 
cognizance of the notable rise in 
economic welfare which marked that 
period. } * 

If more Americans marry today 
than in 1890, it runs counter to what 
hac been accepted as a fact on 
the basis of everyday observation, 
namely, the postponement of mar- 
riage to a later age. Observation 
has been reinforced. by. the a priori 
argument of the growing economic 
independence of women. It is as- 
sumed that more women now work 
for a living and fewer women marry 
for a living.» Yet here again are the 
figures that in 1890 the number of 
single women was nearly 32 per 
cent. of all women over 15, and in 
1920 the number of single women 
was 27.3 per cent. There may be 
two alternative explanations. Either 
the common impression about the 
retardation of marriage is wrong, as 
some investigators maintain, or the 
retardation of marriage does not 
méan the abandonment of marriage, 
It may be that-men and women uow 
wait a couple of years longer before 
marrying and then marry faster 
then every. ‘The cconomic mdcpen- 
dence of women does not work in 
the sole direction of discouraging 
marriage. Where people formerly 
waited until the husband earned 
enough to marry upon, they now 
count apparently upon the wife’s re- 
maining a wage earner and con- 
tributing to the family budget. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Plenty of local ex- 
citement in many 
American cities, but 
in only one State, at- 
tends the elections in 
the United States today. Next year 
in the Presidential campaign tha 
nation will be in a turmoil. But to- 
day no national issues are up for set- 
tlement, and, while the result of the 
elections will here and there be 
seized upon by interpreters to find a 
“trend,’’ the conclusions reached will 
be disputed and speculative. © 

All the large cities in Ohio, together 
with San Francisco, Detroit, Phila- 
delphia and Louisville, will elect 
Mayors today, In most of these 
communities the battle has been 
fierce. Philadelphia’s choice between 
Harry A. Mackey and J. HAamprTon 
Moore will be a test of the strength 
of the Vare machine. Detroit has a 
wet-and-dry fight. In Louisville the 
Republicans, ousted from office by 
the courts for unfair election prac- 
tices last year, are striving .to re- 
turn. 

New York and New Mexico voters are 
dealing with constitutional amend- 
ments, and in Ohio and New Jersey 
there is a referendum on ‘proposed 
statutes. In New “York and Ohio 
there are two featureless special 
Congressional elections; but on Nov. 
15 Denver is to have a special Con- 
gressional election where Tammany, 
oddly enough, is the issue because 
the. Democratic nominee is a pro- 
Smith wet. 

Mississippi and Kentucky are both 
to select Governors, but in .Missis- 
sippi the ratification of the Dem- 
ocratic nominee is a merc formality.

The special point of their praise is 
that the newspaper, which learned by 
accident, as it were, that plans for 
tampering with the jury were afoot, 
kept the matter from premature pub- 
licity. Gathering all the details that 
were possible; it turned over. all its 
information to the Government coun- 
sel, so that none of it was published 
until it was laid before the court. 

This was the most dignified as well 
as effective course .to follow. It was 
not one which all newspapers have 
adopted, although it was plainly in- 
dicated in this case as in the public 
interest. Not often does the work 
of the press in aiding the processes 
of justice receive such recognition as 
it has in this instance. The result 
should be not only.cause for congrat- 
ulation in the newspaper world, but 
also the furnishing of a model for 
imitation by others.

While our irreconcilables are in- 
sisting that isolation is imperative 
and beneficial, one branch at least 
of our own: Government has thrown 
isolation to the winds and found 
something a thousand times better. 

Half a century’s experience of the 
harmonious working of our own 
Post Office as a member of the Uni- 
versal Postal Union has amply 
proved the possibility and desirabil- 
ity of a consistent and patriotic pol- 
icy of cooperation, worldwide, ef- 
ficient and needing no armed sup- 
port. 

By a system of mutual give and 
take any citizen of any country in 
Europe, Asia, Africa: or America en- 
joys the very valuable and con- 
venient privilege of sending not only 
letters bu* packages of very consid- 
erable size and weight to any and 
every other country in the world. 
Every intricate detail of the service— 
routes, rates, methods of prepay- 
ment, collections and auditing—has 
been so fully arranged that not the 
least friction occurs. 

Not only has this been for half a 
century found possible by agree- 
ment among national governments 
in the formation and regulation of 
the Universal Postal Union, but 
even private international corpora- 
tions have found it possible to -en- 
mesh and serve the entire globe. 

May not these unqualified suc- 


cesses point the way to our support- 
ing wholeheartedly those newer 
world-regulatory institutions, the In- 
ternational Court of Justice and the 
League of Nations, both long desired 
and urged by leaders of the world’s 
thought?

State Program Might Help Solve an 
Unemployment Problem. 

To the Editot of The New York Times: - ‘ 

Anent‘the discussion regarding the 
employment problems of " persons 
over 40: There is no.doubt of the 
increasing difficulties faced by a per- 
son over 40 years of age in seeking 
new employment. The employment 


age is being constantly reduced by |- 


most large concerns and is generally 
limited to 45 years for skilled work- 
ers and 35 years for the unskilled.: 
The problem divides itself into two 
phases: 

1, The definitely aged group, made 
up of persons 60 years of ago and 
over, a great many of whom are 
incapacitated for further productive 
work. No amount of moralizing 
or preaching will induce an in- 
dustrial corporation to employ such 
persons, nor would such a step be 


wise economically. The problem of |: 


these aged can be easily solved 
by a program of State or Federal 
legislation either through old-age 
pension or an insurance system. 


2. The discrimination against per- | 


sons around the age of 40 is not 
due to the fact that they are already 
incapable of maintaining their place 
in industry. Most. persons at that 
age are still in possession of their 
full capacities. The employment re- 
striction is due to the adoption of 
an industrial pension plan by the 
concern. — 

Because American industrial estab- 
lishments feel it necessary to require 
at least from twenty-five to thirty 
years’ service in order to qualify for 
a. service pension, they must of 
course limit the employment age of 
new workers to make it possible for 
them to obtain the benefits of the 
plan. To employ older persons might 
burden the individual concern with a 
lot of old and incapable employes, 
who have not worked for it long 
enough to be entitled to the pension 
benefits. An old-age pension or in- 
surance law would eliminate the fears 
of industrial corporations and would 
unquestionably result in the aboli- 
tion of age qualifications for em- 
ployment. Once corporations knew 
that they would. not be held respon- 
sible for the worn-out employes, they 
would continue employing them as 
long as they were physically capable 
of rendering service. 

We feel that the program set out 
by our association provides an im- 
mediate method of solving this press- 
ing problem,’ which is daily growing 
more acute.

WHAT BISHOP MANNING SAID 


Quotes From Text of Sermon at 
Trinity on Trial Marriage. 
To the Editor af The New York: Times: 

In the account of my sermon at 
Trinity Church last Sunday published 
in THe Times of Nov. 7:I am re- 
ported as describing the advocates of 
“trial marriage’ as ‘‘apostles of 
liberalism.’? I described them in 
fact ‘as ‘‘apostles of libertinism.’’ 

In order to make the matter clear, 
may I ask you kindly to print the 
paragraph in which I used these 
words, which was as follows: 


No account of Morgan Dix’s work, how- 
ever brief, could fail to speak of his fear- 
less and constant witness for the sacred- 
ness of marriage and the home. In this 
matter his words were truly prophetic. He 
warned us again and again of the lower- 
ing of ideals, and the breaking down of 
our standards as to marriage, which must 
result from the shocking increase of di- 
vorce. The movement to abolish marriage 
has traveled far in the past twenty years 
since his death, and the advocates of easy 
divorce are now rejecting and deriding the 
whole teaching of Christ not only as to. 
marriage but as to decency, morality and 
purity of life. We know how Morgan Dix’'s 
voice would have rung out against the 
conditions which now face us when uni- 
versity professors, unrebuked, are telling 
the students entrusted to their guidance 
that ‘‘morality is only a matter of geogra- 
phy,” when ministers of religion are sug- 
gesting that the Church shall consider the 
advisability of giving her sanction to ‘‘sex 
experiments” and ‘‘unmarried unions,’”’ and 
even women, heralded as moral leaders 
and preachers, are telling our young people 
that fornication is no longer a sin and 
commending free love to them thinly dis- 
guised under the name of “trial mar- 
riage."* Let all who have sisters or daugh- 
ters consider what “trial marriage’ or 
so-called ‘‘companionate marriage’’ means. 
Surely it is time for the Christian Church 
to speak out and strip the mask off such 
teaching as this and to tell these apostles 
of libertinism, both male and female, in 
words which no one can misunderstand, 
that their proposals are an outrage against 
the Law of God, a shame and dishonor to 
the time in which we live, and an insult 
to all decent manhood and womanhood.

WASHINGTON, Nov. '7.—Despite 
the crowded program of pressing do- 
mestic questions confronting Con- 
gress, there is a prospect that the 
Senate, at least, will be called upon 
to deal with a matter of international 
consequence likely to arouse -wide- 


spread interest. * 

Senator Borah, who occupies an ad- 
vantageous position through his 
Chairmanship of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, intends to renew 
his: proposal to outlaw war and this 
action on his part is regarded as cer- 
tain to bring about an airing of the 
suggestion of M. Briand, Foreign 
Minister of France, that the French 
and American Governments enter 
into a treaty, by the terms of which 
neither country will engage ‘in war 
against the other. — 

The Briand suggestion has not 
taken any formal skape, but Presi- 
dent Coolidge has eived it in a 
manner which, if: non-committal to 


his appraisement of the situation,. 


has opened the way for informal 

conversations between the two na- 

tions. race. aera 
Conversationg;to Take Place. 

With the President’s . Knowledge 
and consent and perhaps,/at his in- 
stance, the Secretary of; State will 
discuss the Briand proposal with M. 
Claudel, the new Ambassador of 
France, and — on the 
subject will be begun with Foreign 
Minister Briand when “Tt. Her- 
rick, the American Ambassador, re- 
turns to Paris. 

Mr. Herrick is convalescing from 
his ‘recent surgical operation and is 
expected to leave this country’ for 
Paris before the end of: the month: 
He will be able to present. the view 
of the Coolidge Administration ..to 
M. Briand and obtain’ the™latter’s 
reaction to the American® ‘position, . 
while, at the same time..Secreta 
Kellogg and Ambassador Claudel ‘will 
carry on their conversations -.in 
Washington. ; 

There has been evidence that the 
Briard suggestion did not strike a 
responsive note in the mind of the 
Washington Government. Almost 
from the moment the suggestion was 
advanced last Spring in a speech of 
the French Foreign Minister it was 
apparent that some officials here 
were inclined to see danger in it to 
the interests of the United States. 
Their. position, although somewhat 
nebulous, appeared to be that such a 
treaty as M. Briand proposed would 
place the United States in a position 
of inability to protect its interests if 
they were imperiled by a war be- 
tween France and another country 
with’ which the United, States was on 
cordial ‘terms of friendship. 


Doubt Expressed in Capital. 


Tt was suggested at the outset of 
the ‘Briand proposal that France 
might bring about war through ag- 
gressive action with which this Gov- 
ernment was wholly out of sympathy, 
which, with its hands tied through 
the ‘treaty, might leave the United 
States in an extremely embarrassing 
situation. 

No. known evidence exists that 
President Coolidge subscribes to this 
view: His course in receiving the 
Briand proposal in a friendly spirit 
suggests that he is, at the very least, 
willing to discuss it with the Govern- 
ment of France with a view to ascer- 
tain whether it will develop some ar- 
rangement which will be a step for- 
ward in the direction of preserving 
international peace permanently. 

Senator Borah, while he is said to 
have doubts as to any far-reaching 
benefits to be derived from putting 
the Briand idea intova treaty between 
France and the United States, is un- 
derstood to: look upon it as a com- 
mendable ‘step in the interest of 
maintaining world peace. But he 
would have his plan to outlaw war 
supplement the French plan, believ- 
ing that it is more practical as it is 
more comprehensive. 


Little Reaction to Steed Plan. 


So far there has.:been no marked 
reaction here to the suggestion of 
Wickham Steed, editor of the Eng- 
lish “Review of Reviews, that the 
United States, without associating it- 


self: with another nation, make a 
formal declaration: that it will not 
give assistance to any Government 
which is the aggressor in a war. 

Mr. Steed is now engaged in a brief 
tour:of part of the United States ex- 
plaining his plan in public. and semi- 
public addresses. The failure of any 
considerable reaction in Washington 
seems to be due chiefly to the double 
reason that comparatively, few of 
those Senators and Representatives 
concerned with foreign relations are 
here, and that Mr. Steed’s idea is not 
sufficiently “well known to justify 
members of Congress in commenting 
upon it. 

It is discerned, however, that while 
@ very sympathetic attitude exist: 
toward what Mr. Steed seeks to ac- 
7 pe mine ag is, broadly, to have 
the ‘United States serve notice on na- 
tions contemplating hostile aggres- 
sion that they will be cut off from 
the benefits of financial and indus- 
trial help from this country if they 
undertake aggressive warfare—this 
Government will hesitate to place it- 
self, in a position’ where it will be 
called upon to determine what na- 
tion-is the aggressor and what na- 
tion. is not in the event of interna- 
tional hostilities. 

Such a view as this and other 
views on the Steed proposal enter- 
tained here, are ‘frankly..confessed 
to be immature, and there is no dis- 
position to pass judgment upon it 
until peworvanity. Bes been given. for 
a better understanding. 

The impression. is gained that 
whén Senator Borah comes to re- 
new his proposal to outlaw war, 
there will included in the discus- 
sion an airing of the Briand — 
posal and the Steed idea, with a 
view to determining whether he pre- 
sents some practical course for the 
United Staten to — jp 
eorporation in a mal, dec- 
laration born of Mr’ Borat's plan to 
outlaw war.

CALLS IT “SAVAGE EGCISM” 


Engineer Says City Resembles Rus- 


sia Now in Variety of 


Patriotic Slogans.

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—An article by 
Norman Angell, British pacifist, hit- 


ting at Mayor Thompson’s idea. of 
patriotism and appearing in The Chi- 
cago School Journal, official’ publica- 
tion of the Board of Education, has 
set Gplcago smiling. It is the Board 
of Education that is trying Superin- 
tendent William McAndrew just now 
at the Mayor’s behest, while the 
Mayor is in Washington demanding 
flood control. 

Mr. Angell’s article is a plea for 
world citizenship as against a highly 
cultivated national citizenship — the 
antithesis of Mayor Thompson’s 
‘‘America first’’ platform. Education 
has failed, says Mr. Angell, because 
it has not produced statesmen who 
advance the interests of their own 
countries by steering them away 
— aggressive, acquisitive national- 
ism. 

Precise comment on the ‘‘America 
first’ doctrine was detected in the 
following — 2 of the article: 

‘“‘Much that masquerades as pa- 
triotism is the assertion in the name 
of our country of a savage egoism 
which we dare not assert as individ- 
uals. If I shout ‘Myself first; my- 
self alone, myself right or wrong,’ 
you know me for a savage unfit for 
civilization. “If I shout: ‘My coun- 
try first, my country alone, my coun- 
try right or wrong’; you know me 
for a patriot.’’ 


Refers to Book Bonfire. 


In another passage, critics of the 
article found remarks pertinent to 
the library bonfire of pro-British 
books proposed by Mayor Thompson. 

“Facts are indispensable,’’ the 


writer observes, ‘‘even for Mr. Bab- 
bitt, whose vote decides it all. Their 
place is in the library where he can 
get at them when he wants them 
and knows how to use them.”’ 

The Mayor and Mr. Angell also 
appear to be in conflict on history 
instruction, in this paragraph. 

“You will find parents insistin 
that if Johnny or Mary does no 
know the list of the Presidents or 
the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, Johnny or Mary cann>st 
kriow their history. We still have a 
‘long way to go to destroy this notion 
of education as a knowledge of iso- 
lated facts.’’ 

William B. Owen, President of the 
Chicago Normal College, is editor of 
The School Journal. 

Another dig at the Mayor was 
made by J. A. Garcia, a Chicago en- 
gineer, who has just returned from 
Russia: 

‘“‘Russia.’? Mr. Garcia said, ‘‘re- 
sembles Chicago in the persistence 
with which patriotic slogans are 
given to the people. I continually 
heard the ‘Russia first’ theme in a 
variety of forms. Now in Chicago I 
hear ‘America first.’ ’’ 

Chicago Journal Assails Thompson. 

Another incident of the day in the 
Thompson-McAndrew controversy 
was the following editorial comment 
from The Chicago Daily Journal: . 

“Chicago audiences within the week 
have shown themselves ready. to 
laugh at anything that could be con- 
strued into an allusion to the patriot- 
ism campaign. A crowd at.a prize- 
fight has ironically cheered King 
George. Bertrand Russell was inter-. 
rupted with vociferous applause when 
he said, ‘You see I draw my illustra- 
tions from England.’ So Big Bill has 
successfully made the first page and 
the last, the sport page and the edi- 
torial page, and the cartoon and the 
open letter. . The country is laughing, 
and the country will never again 
take seriously a man who made a 
national joke of his ‘issue.’ That is 
an:.unpardonable sin in politics. _ 

“But Chicago must not be satis- 
fied with this. Big Bill has cap- 
tured the School Board and he :s 
after the Library Board. The library 
fight is merely a matter of vanity. 
He. cannot do much harm there. 
But the attempt should be resented 
and the fight pressed. Boards and 
commissions are appointed to work 
for the people; not to carry out the 
plots of politicians or the whims of 
a misguided executive.”’

. Attorney General Gets Summons 


for E. F. Dunham—Bucketing 
of Orders Charged. 


CUSTOMERS CAN'T FIND. HIM 


Search at Park Avenue Home Futile 
—Attachment Ties Up $60,000 
Bank. Deposit. 


Ernest F. Dunham, a broker, doing 


-business as Dunham &- Co. at 64 


Water Street, was ordered yesterday 
by Supreme Court Justice Norman 8. 
Dike in Brooklyn to appear in court 
at 10 A..M. next Thursday with his 
entire office staff and all his books 
and records. The order was obtained 
on charges filed by Attorney General 
Ottinger’s office. An affidavit pre- 
sented: to the court by Deputy Attor- 
ney General Mackey, Rackow alleged 
that Dunham owes his 2,000 custom- 
ers .$2,000,000 and has little with 
which to pay; that he has bucketed 
orders and that complaints. have been 
received that customers could obtain 
neither a settlement nor an account- 
ing. 

Deputy Sheriff Lanman served a 
writ of attachment yesterday on the 
Harriman National Bank which tied 
up about $60,000 deposited there by 
Dunham in the name of Dunham & 
Co. The attachment was obtained 
in the Supreme Court by Dr. Earl 
R. Snyder of Tracy, Ind., in a suit 
to recover $50,000 on the charge that, 
on or about Sept. 17, when Dunham 
held stocks of this value belonging 
to Dr. Snyder, he sold them out and 
converted the proceeds. The attach- 
ment was granted on. the statement 
that Dunham was evading service or 
hiding to avoid creditors. 


Process Servers Can’t Find Him. 


In applying for the attachment, 
counsel for Dr. Snyder submitted af- 
fidavits by process servers telling of 
unsuccessful efforts for about two 


months to serve the papers in: the 
action on Dunham, at his office and 
at his residence, 270 Park Avenue. 
The process servers said they had 


always met with the statement at: 


the office that Dunham was out of 
town and was ‘‘expected back next 
week,’’ while at the hotel the man- 
agement declined to give any infor- 
mation about him. 

In 1926 Dunham refused to appear 
with his books and records in: re- 
sponse to a subpoena from State At- 
torney General Ottinger’s Securities: 
Bureau, then headed by Keyes Win- 
ter. Dunham — to the Court: 
of Appeals, which unanimously up- 
held the Attorney General and de- 
nied Dunham’s contention that the 
Martin act was unconstitutional. 
Dunham then — ta the, United 
States Supreme Court, which has not 
yet decided the case. 5 

““Tiring of the delay,’’ it was said 
at the Securities Bureau yesterday, 
Mr. Ottinger has had Dunham or- 
dered into court again under another 
section of the Martin act, on the 
ground that additional complaints 
have been received. The affidavit, 
filed with Justice Dike by Deputy 
Attorney General Rackow, alleges 
that orders received by Dunham were 
rarely, if ever, executed. 

Mr. Rackow charged also that Dun- 
ham & Co., while claiming to carry 
accounts on meee and the instal- 
ment plan, in reality were bucketing 
these orders. It is alleged in the af- 
fidavit that Dunham has customers 
who were long about 50,000 shares of 
a well-known steel security when, in 
fact, Dunham has or had few if any 
such securities in his possession or 
under his control, and that, should 
such customers make an immediate 
demand for delivery, Dunham would 
be unable to comph and would be 
thrown into bankruptcy. 


Investors of Small Means. 


Mr. Rackow’s affidavit alleges also 
that Dunham maintains an imposing 
suite of offices-in Hanover Square 
for the purpose of misleading the 
public into the belief that he operates 
a bona fide security business, and 
that he is inducing persons of small 
means to buy securities through him 
on the instalment plan, which se- 
curities, it is charged, he rarely, if 
ever, buys. 

The affidavit further alleges that, 
in many instances, Dunham had sent 
confirmations and _ statements .of 
transactions alleged to have been 
made in behaif of his customers 
which he later repudiated as not hav- 
ing been made, when the market 
price of securities involved became 
unfavorable to him. 

Justice Dike’s order calls for the 
appearance, with Dunham and his 
books. and papers, of Victor de Vil- 
liers, Charles Otto, Daniel Ohl, Fran- 
cis Slattery, Gladys Rosser and J. O. 
Francis, members of Dunham’s staff.

“Mr. Ford was most cordial and 
we-had.a delightful conversation,’’

“Yes, saw the new Ford car,” 
Mr. Bernstein said. ‘It is a fine 
car.’

Pleas by Policeman’s Counsel 
Thrice Rejected—Ex-Associate 
Testifies Against Him. 


DENIES ANIMUS TO PRISONER 


Patrolman Says ‘Graham. Stayed 
With Pratt Even Though Relieved 
of Assignment as Guard. 


Patrolman Daniel J. Graham’s 
trial for the murder of Judson H.

Frayer testified on direct examina- 
tion that he had seen Graham with 
Pratt on: Aug. 13,- helping him dis- 
tribute pay envelopes to: workmen 
at the Campanile, where Pratt was 
employed. ayer said he had been 
assigned to guard the paymaster 
that day, that he went to:the place 
in uniform and: found’ Graham there 
in civilian clothes. 

Mr. Snitkin made his first motion 
for a mistrial when Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Brothers asked Frayer 
what he :did as a result what we 
Nevins boy had told him, Mr. Snit- 
kin , contended that Mr, Brothers 
“knew his questions were improper,’’ 
and that he was making them be- 
¢ause he knew Mr. Snitkin would 
object and possibly place himself, by 
the frequency of his objections, in 
an unfavorable light before the jury.

Hearing, Due to Criticism 
‘of Contract Awards. 











GOV. MOORE ENDORSES PLAN 


Objections to the Paving Projects 
Centre on Charge That Bidding 
Was Not Fully Competitive. 


Following some sharp criticisms 
sent to Governor Moore of New Jer- 
sey, the Port of New York Author- 
ity announced yesterday that a pub- 
lic inquiry would be begun next 
Thursday into charges that the pav- 
ing specifications for the two Ar- 
thur Kill bridges were not drawn 
along the most economical lines pos- 
sible. f 

The proposal: for a public inquiry 
was submitted to Governor Moore 
for his concurrence, which has been 
given. 

-“T quite agree with you,” Governor 
Moore wrote to the Port Authority, 
‘that your decision to hear all com- 
—_— and evidence bearing upon 
he awarding of the paving contracts 


should be done in the public in- 
terest.”’ ; 

The Port Authority previously had 
denied that any patent paving, 
patented ingredients, patented proc- 
ess or patented article of any kind 
had been required in the’ specifica- 
tions for the bridges. The criticism 
appeared to hinge upon the charge 
that the specifications did not  per- 
mit of the fullest competition. In 
that connection the Port‘ Authority 
has asserted that it was left optional 
‘whether the tamping should be done 
by _ machine or y some other 


method. 


Silzer Tells of Criticism. 
The Port of New York Au- 
thority,”’ said former -Governor 
George S. Silzer of New Jersey, 
Chairman, ‘‘relying upon the assur- 
ances of its engineers, awarded con- 
tracts for concrete paving on the 
two Arthur Kill bridges. Upto that 


time no criticism of any kind had 
been’ made to the board, and the

| Was anything to criticize. 


‘Since then, /however, some criti-

“It is the view of the Commission- 
ers that since there is amplé time in 


‘which to hear ell complaints and evi- 


dence bearing upon the award of the 
paving contracts, this can and should 
be done in the public interest. Our 
assurance to you that. in the event 
anything is disclosed which war- 
rants a reconsideration of the award, 
such reconsideration will be given, 
will, we believe, relieve you of any 
pressure for coming to an immediate 
decision upon the approval of the 
minutes--of our previous’ meeting 
dealing with the subject.” 
Provisions of Specifications. 

The specifications. provided for 
nothing other, according to the Port 
Authority, than ordinary concrete 
with a crushed stone surface, to be 
achieved in any manner that the con- 
tractor may choose, so long as he 
obtains the result as to ee Be- 
sides: the saving of $45, from the 
estimates, it was shown in informa- 
tion sent to Governor Moore that 
the Arthur Kill contracts were highly 
advantageous to the Port — 
when compared with bridge wor 
elsewhere. 

The contract for the Outerbridge 
Crossing, between Tottenville, 8. I.,: 
and Perth Amboy, N. J. was award- 
ed to the Cornell Contracting Com- 
pany of New York for $626,730. The 
ike contract for the bridge between 
Elizabeth, N. J., and Howland Hook, 
S. I.; went to Albert: A. Volk, Inc., 
of New York for $478,650. 

The two bridges are six months 
ahead of schedule and, therefore, are 
due to be opened to traffic some time 
next Summer. There will be a large 
saving in cost’ from tke original fig- 
ures, which totaled $18,000,000 for the 
two bridges.

FRENCH FLIERS’ FUND 
INT ACT, GERARD SAYS 


Canceled Checks Retarned With 
Clandel and Poincare Endorse- 
ments, He Explains. 





James W. Gerard wrote to THE 
TimgEs yesterday explaining the status 
of the fund raised at a benefit in the 
Roxy Theatre for the mothers of 
Nungesser and Coli, the French 
fliers who were lost in attempting 
the westward transatlantic air pas- 
sage. Mr. Gerard said there was no 
truth in reports that this fund had 
been misplaced. He said the money 
had been transmitted to Paris 
through the French Embas: and 
the canceled checks returned with

J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Dispatches from Paris have said 
that the fund was being held in a 
bank there pending instructions for 
its disbursement and also as a pro- 
tection to the families of the men 
from unscrupulous persons, Mr, 
Gerard in his.letter explaining the 
status of the fund collected at the 
Roxy’ Theatre benefit performance 
said that Dudley Field Malone, had 
not been a member of that commit- 
tee. 

Checks for $31,251.44 were sent to 
the French Embassy on July 7 and 
acknowledged on July 27 by M.Sartiges, 
the Charge d’Affaires who said that 
the checks would be forwarded to 
Ambassador Claudel, then in France. 
This contribution included $1,000 
from Raymond Orteig,. $100 from 
Elon Hooker, and $500 from Mr.

Mme. Frijsh has a voice of natural 
warmth and power, but its quality 
often suffers from her superabund- 
ant temperament.

Frijsh cast restraint to the 
winds, and allowed her dramatic in- 
stinct to run away with her at the 
expense of artistic refinement.

ROBERT STEEL HEARD. 


Philadelphian of Operatic

evening, has more than a little to 
recommend it. In England this 
forthright exposition of how the 
young people look upon life in gen- 
eral and marriage in particular? may, 
for economic reasons, strike deeper 
than it does here. But the points 
raised in this thesis-drama are vital 
to the spirit of this day. Although as 
@ playwright Miles Malleson does not 
order his material skillfully, “‘The 
Fanatics’”” comes to the point with 
sincerity and blunt, artless honesty. 
The audience appeared to enjoy it 
last evening; one hopes that others 
will. 

“The Fanatics’? of the title are 
those who have the courage to live 
their lives as they think proper. 
Rightly or wrongly, Mr. Malleson 
offers the rebellious young people of 
his play as the products of the war. 
Whatever the reason may be for 
their intellectual ruthlessness, you 
must respect their courage and sin- 
cerity, 


At the end of an act and a half of 


elaborate preperation Mr. Malleson 
gets down to the business in hand. 
John ‘Freeman confesses that, since 
his fiancée of many years’ standing 
regards him coldly, he has found the 
warmth of love elsewhere, and is not 
ashamed of it. Sitting before the 
fire in John’s attic, his sister, his 
fiancée, a successful young play- 
wright and a woman of the modern 
world, go over the familiar problem 
of marriage as enthusiastically as 
though it were new. Mr. Malleson’s 
play piques the interest less for the 
originality of its ideas than for the 
simplicity with which it states cur- 
rent uncertainties. Despite the re- 
luctance of John’s fiancée to tamper 
with established customs, the weight 
Toy meyer bsbCoyeMmel ena Cri ts)a id favors freedom 
of individual action and looks upon 
associations out of wedlock as mat- 
ters of personal responsibility. 

To supply the contrast usual to 
these latter-day philippics Mr. Malle- 
son has represented Freeman pére 
as an amusingly single-minded burg- 
er. Playing that part Paul Gill 
saves it from dullness by accenting 
his fussiness, his pomposity, his in- 
effectual oratory and his frantic con- 
cern for appearances. After re 
spectability has been completely 
dished in the second act, and John’s 
unhappy sister has greedily gulped 
down every word of this new licen- 
tiousness, old Mr. Freeman pokes 
his worried face through the door 
for a final caution: ‘‘Not a word of 
this to your -sister,’’ he admonishes 
his vagrant son. Something about 
the hopelessness of his old-fashioned 
resistance makes a perfect curtain 
line for this act. 

As a whole, the acting ranges from 
good to elocution. Richard Bird plays 
the wayward war vetx-an with at- 
tractive candor, and as the sister, 
Joan MacLean is also frank and 
earnest. In one brief scene devoted to 
a difficult staterrent of the youn 
business woman’s attitude towar 
marriage, Ann Andrews plays with 
considerable perzuasive deliberation. 
Rose Hobart catches the right — 
for the unpleasant part of 
fiancée. As the young playwright 
George .sarraud speaks as though 
from a soap-box. 

If Mr. Malleson does not succeed 
in solving the riddle of marriage to 
the satisfaction of everyone con- 
cerned (and who is not concerned?) 
he at least suggests that no one in- 
tends to give way. And that, of 
course, makes the situation difficult 
all around. No one is_ winning. 
Speaking of the current debilitated 
points of view Mr. Malleson permits 
himself one apothem: ‘‘The wisest 
men are cynic2l,” he says, ‘“‘the 
cleverest are rich, and no one is par- 
ticularly happy.”

Spasms of illogical incidents weaken 
the drama of-‘‘Body. and Soul,” a 
heavy picture with a background of 
the Swiss Alps. In this feature, now 
on exhibition at the Capitol Theatre, 
Reginald Barker, the director, is so 
keen to Senda shudder through the 
theatre that he .frequently explodes 
the possible effect. Even .the. rather 
improbable sequence, wherein a 
drunken husband brands his wife 
with a white-hot seal, loses much by 
the extravagant handling of the idea. 

Dr. Leyden, the. brandy-drinking 
husband, is a boon to Mr. Barker, 


for all that this wild. man does can 
be excused on the strength of mad- 
néss. If Dr. Leyden wants to tu 
his seantily-clad wife through: a 
snowstorm to a blacksmith’s tp carry 
out his evil intent, the. argument is 
that Leyden would do that because 
he is out of his mind. But the young 
idiot who -is responsible for suggest- 
ing the bright idea of branding Hilda, 
meg hysician’s wife, is supposed to 
n his right senses. Yet Mr. 
Barker has this Ruffo, a crack skii 
* r, chaffing Dr. Leydon about 
aving such a young and pretty 
wife. Ruffo had been infatuated 
with Hilda, and one is therefore as- 
bo me when Ruffo says, perhaps 
ort: that Dr. Leyden ought to 
rand Hilda as they brand cattle. 
And it is only a little while afterward 
thet Dr. Leyden carries out the idea. 

From what happens to Hilda, one 
wonders why she did not pack up 
and’ leave Leyden soon after her 
merriage. But Hilda is a strange 
girl, for she thinks that she: ought 
to go back to her husband, ‘even 
after he -has strung her up by the 
wrists and branded her. 

Mr. Barker employs a_ red-hot 
poker, used merely for taking the 
chill off beer, to help the branding 
idea, and he tries to chill the spines 
of pot ectators with lurid glimpses of 

¢t seal, just before it is used. 

The successful attempt at authen- 
tic atmosphere helps parts of this 
story and so do some of the exterior 
scenes. On the other hand, with 
these matters so well attended ‘to it is 
mystifying that Norman Kerry (who 
impersonates Ruffo), no matter what 
happens to him, always has his mus- 
tache looking as if he had just 
walked out of a barber’s chair. 

The performances of the. princi- 
pals are really competent, so long 
as one remembers that they: have 
been forced to carry out strange in- 
structions in the indifferent sections 
of this film. Lionel Barrymore puts 
blood and strength into the role of 
Dr. Leyden. Aileen Pringle’s por- 
trayal of Hilda is commendable and 
Mr. Kerry lives up to the idea of 
Ruffo, a smart, good-looking young 
man who would be terribly worried 
if his cap were not at the proper 
angle. 

There are a few unconvincing snow 
gcenes in this film, and in one spot 
Miss Pringle is seen standing outside 
in the snow. She does not give one 
the idea of being cold and her cheeks, 
which are close to a ‘‘frosted’’ win- 
dow, appear to glow with warmth.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 7.—Bob O’Far- 

' yell has been deposed as manager of 

the St. Louis Cardinals and Bill Mc- 

Kechnie, coach’during the 1927 sea- 

son, has’ been appointed to manage 

the team next season, President Sam 

Breadon announced today. O’Farrell 

has signed a player’s contract for 

1928 at a salary increase of $5,000, 
Breadon said. 

O Farrell was successful as a man- 
ager,’’. Breadon said, ‘‘but'I have 
considered the problem carefully and 
I think the worries of managing the 
club handicapped him. In 1926 he 
was the league’s most valuable player 
and the best catcher in'baseball. * 

“Tn 1927, perhaps because of the 
manegerial responsibilties, he was in- 
jured several’ times’ and was able to 
catch only a few games. Had he 


escaped injuries, I believe we would 
have won the pennant. - 


O’Farrell Approves Change. 


“To spoil a great catcher like 
O’Farrell is an expensive way of ob- 
taining a manager; and for that rea- 
son, after a conference with Bob, I 
have decided to make a change.” 


Breadon said O’Farrell had told 
him he would be glad to play for 
McKechnie, and considered him the 
logical man for the job. The club 
President .added. that O’Farrell’s 
salary, with the $5,000 increase, would 
be the largest ever paid a catcher in 
the ranks. 

O’Farrell was appointed manager 
* last Winter to succeed Rogers Horns- 
by, who, after leading the Cardinals 
to St. Louis’s first pennant and 
world’s championship in thirty-eight 
years, was traded to New York, be- 
cause he and Breadon could not pull 
together. 


McKechnie Experienced Pilot. 


McKechnie is an experienced man- 
ager. He led the Pittsburgh Pirates 
for five years, piloting the team to a 
pennant and world’s series. victory 
over the Washington Senators in 
1925. He left after the 1926 season 
because of dissension within the club. 

McKechnie, never a great player, 
started as an infielder and played 
on several major league clubs, in- 
cluding the Pirates, the Giants and 
the St. Louis Federals.

The referee, 
who had officiated throughout the 
contest until the closing seconds 
from a chair just outside the ropes, 
instead of within the ring, awarded 
the decision to Milligan.

BACKS IN SECONDARY ROLE 


Each Side Boasts Star Ball Carriers, 
“but Lines WII Spell Their 
Success.

Yale and Princeton come up to the 
most interesting game of the East 
this Saturday with the feeling still 
in evidence thatone of the teams has 
not been severely tested.

Aside from the physical breakage 
in such accidents, there is always a tremendous mental 
shock. The jockey who has missed death by a hair 
isn’t inclined to ‘‘shoot through on the rail’? when the 
going is tight. He may see the narrow opening, but 
he remembers the accident that went before, and he 
thinks of the thrashing hoofs behind him.

Reckless riding is one thing. Fearless riding is an- 
other. The reckless jockey: doesn’t know what is 
ahead of him, and doesn’t care. The fearless jockey 
knows—and cares. But he goes in just the same.

Sande’ announced that he’ was: going to ride again. 
The turf followers shook their heads. He had: been 
eight months mending his broken bones. What about 
the mental shock?

Was it for association with crooked gamblers? No. 
It was for crowding a horse that was trying to get 
past him. 

That’s the charge. In other words, he was trying 
too hard to win. Perhaps it was ‘foul riding,’’ as 
charged, and if it was ‘‘foul riding,’’’ the offending 
jockey should pay some penalty. Not even Sande 
should be allowed té violate the rules of the game.

RETAIN ‘VALUE CALLING 


IN BRITISH AUCTION 


Clabs’Favor American Bridge 
System, but Mass of Players 
- Oppose It After aT rial.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—After -four 
months of the trial of the American 
system of ‘‘majority call’ at auction 
bridge, the representatives of twelve 
London clubs, who met in conference 
this afternoon, unanimously adopted 


a resolution urging a return to the 
‘value calling’’ system. 

Several months ago the Portland 
Club of London, the supreme bridge 
authority, in view of the support 
given to “majority calling’’ by well- 
known bridge players, called for a 
vote from clubs throughout England. 
In that vote the majority favored the 
adoption of the American system and 
the Secretary of the Portland rare 
then circularized 170 clubs and ur 
them to give ‘‘majority calling’ i. 
four months’ trial and to take a fur- 
ther vote at the end of that time. 

Today’s conference, which is a re- 
sult of that decision, found that: al- 
though a small majority of eight 
clubs favored ‘‘majority calling,’’ 243 
individuals voted opposition to the 
change. As the conference did not 
consider there was a general desire 
read the adoption of: “‘majority call- 

g.’’ they decided to retain ‘‘value 
calling” in the revised laws of auc- 
tion bridge. 

A resolution for the convenience of 
players who wish to-play majority 
calling provides an alternative: rule 
to be 25 as an appendix to the 
new book of laws. 

One important. decision made re- 
garding the draft of rules was that 
the scoring of honors shall remain 
as heretofore. 

The conference advised — play- 
ers to continue majority calling 
Nov. and revert to value calling 
Nov. 14.

FOR BROKERS’ LOANS 


Wall St. Seeks Better Report of 
Bank Credits Used on the 
Stock Exchange. 


BOND LOANS NOT SHOWN 


Results Regarded as Misleading to 
Public—Segregation of Securi- 
ties Not Feasible. 


A movement is being undertaken 
in Wall Street to devise some means 
by which the brokers’ loans figures 
issued by the Federal Reserve 
Board and the New York Stock Ex- 
change will give a clearer indication 
of the amount of bank credit that 
is. being employed in the stock 
market. An increasing number. of 

rotests has been made, particular- 
y in stock trading circles, that fig- 
ures showing successive new high 
records in the loan totals convey an 
impression to the public that stock 
market speculation is responsible 
for the expansion, whereas in many 
cases the cause has been the tre- 
mendous volume of new financing 
that has been effected through bond 
issues this year. 

One solution suggested is the segre- 
gation of loans made on stocks and 
those made on bonds in place of the 
present grouping of the loans under 
the one heading of stock and bond 
collateral loans. In banking circles, 
however, it was said this plan is not 
feasible. It was pointed out that 
many loans are made on mixed col- 
lateral, which includes both bonds 
and stocks, and that to report each 
class of securities ee, would 
require almost prohibitive changes in 
meẽthods of banx hookkeeping. Also. 
bankers said, mere segregation would 
not solve the problem, as the pro- 
posed figures on bond loans would 
not indicate what ones. were made on 
new issues. Many stock market op- 
erators occasionally borrow on their 
bonds to provide for stock market 
transactions, and this type of opera- 
tion is far different from-that of the 
investment banking firm or bond 
dealer that borrows temporarily on a 
new issue until it can be disposed of 
to investors. Many bankers agreed 
readily that the brokers’ loans often 
are misleading as a guide to stock 
market activities, but said they had 
not yet hit on a way to remove the 
difficulty.

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—Interest in the 
steel industry is increasing, although 
the situation is still spotted. There 
is an increase of tonnage bookings 
of structural material, bars, plates 
and rails, and a decrease in sheets. 

Price cutting is sharp in competi- 
tive territory, but otherwise values 
are fairly maintained, with mills in 
the Chicago district working at 60 to 


65 per cent., and leaders a little more 
optimistic as to a betterment in the 
future. Buying of sheets is lighter, 
and production is decreased. 

Railroads have bought 175,000 tons 
of rails, of which 50 per cent. are to 
be rolled here and in the West. Car 
buying is inactive, but purchases of 

ig iron have increased and the mar- 
ket is easy, with production about 
the same as of late. 

Nothing encouraging can be said 
about the coal situation. Supplies are 
liberal, and the market is easy, large 
consumers having no trouble in se- 
curing fuel and in most instances 
they can dictate prices. 

Building operations in the Chicago 
district declined 49 per cent. in Oc- 
tober, as compared with last year, 
end for the ten months they were 33 
per cent. less than in 1926. 

Better reports are coming from the 
wholesale dry goods interests, whose 
sales for October exceeded last 
year’s.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Russia’s 
export trade is showing an increase 
as compared with imports, the De- 
partment of Commerce reported to- 
_day. Russian exports for nine 

months beginning Oct. 1, 1926, and 
ending June 30, 1927, are estimated 
at 6,734,000 metric tons, valued at 
577,805,000 rubles (one ruble being 
equal 'to $0.5146) and imports at 
1,456,000 tons valued at 505,478,000 
rubles. 

Corresponding figures for the vre- 
vious year were: Exports, 5,995,015 
tons, valued at 517,411,000 rubles; 
imports, 1,078,663 tons, valued at 
: 104,600 ‘rubies. During the nine 
‘ months of 1926-27 a favorable trade 
balance was achieved of 172,327,000 
rubles, the Department said, ‘in con- 
trast with an unfavorable balance 
of 85,693,000 rubles for the same

ZINC ORE AT LOW LEVEL. 


Copper Buying Fair Here, Good 
Abroad—Lead Volume Better. 


The prices for zinc ore have 
reached the lowest levels for years, 
and as a result prime Western zinc, 
East St. Louis, was lower at 5.65 
cents a pound yesterday, a new low 
for the year, compared with the 
previous low of 5.70 to 5.75 cents a 
pound last week. The 1926 low was 
6.70 cents. Sales of Tri-State zinc 
concentrates last week were 8,150 
tons, at $35 a ton, the low level for 
several years, comparing with $37 
for the previous week. 

Copper buying was good abroad 
and fair here yesterday, with sales 
ruling at 18% cents a pound, de- 
livered. Most producers are asking 
13% cents as a result, against 13% 
cents last week. A further advance 
in the foreign price from 13.70 cents 
c. i. f. usual foreign ports is ex- 
pected. Most domestic buying con- 
tinues for near-by shipment, with 
little metal changing hands for de- 
livery beyond December. 

Lead buying was in fair volume, 
with some metal available here as 
low as 6.15 cents, against 6.25 cents 
last week. The ruling price here re- 
mains at the higher level and at 6 
cents at St. Louis.

The explosion occurred at 
Pier 4, Hoboken, and caused the 
death of a machinist, Ernest Walker, 
employed by the Capstaft Hunter 
Turbine Works, whose widow, Mrs. 
Margit Walker, seeks compensation. 
Shortly after the accident Mrs. 
Walker chose to sue the Shipping 
Board rather than accept a compen- 
sation settlement. The action was 
settled on the payment of $10,650. 
Now, however, Mrs. Walker seeks 
compensation in addition to the first 
settlement.

LAND BOUGHT FOR DAM 
FOR PANAMA CANAL 


— Madden Reports 
Deal With Republic—Expects 


Congress to Approve. 


Representative Martin B. Madden, 
Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, returned yesterday on the 
steamship Cristobal of the Panama 
Railroad Company from a brief trip 
to study conditions in the Canal 
Zone. 

When Mr. Madden visited the 


Isthmus three years ago the idea 
began to form of acquiring land at 
the head of the Chagres River where 
a dam might be built to conserve 
water to facilitate the movement of 
vessels through the canal and as a 
reserve supply against very dry sea- 
sons. He said yesterday that about 
twenty-two square miles had been 
acquired from the Republic of Pana- 
if2, and that when the dam was 
constructed it would impound water 
to a depth of 140 feet. The land and 
a road to the proposed dam would 
cost not more than $10,000,000. Three 
years would be needed to complete 
the work. 

“After that,’’ he continued, ‘‘we 
can put twice as many ships through 
the canal as we are handling today.”’ 

Mr. Madden said the canal now 
was being operated sixteen hours out 
of twenty-four and that this was 
economical as the eight-hour leeway 
gave opportunity to keep the machin- 
ery and equipment in condition. He 
said he had no doubt that the plan/}1 
for the dam would be adopted, but 
it must be submitted by the War 
Department and recommended to 
Congress by the President. He did 
not mention the estimated cost. 

Asked if the canal had begun to 
pay for itself, Mr. Madden quoted 
figures and drew the deduction that 
it did not pay and probably never 
would pay, but he said it never was 
expected to pay as a commercial 
proposition. 


URGES AID FOR OUR SHIPS. 


Marine Journal Calls For Enforce- 
ment of Beneficial Laws. 


The Marine Journal, in an editorial 
in its current issue, suggests that 
Government commissions spend less 
time investigating the shipping in- 
dustry and that the Government en- 
force existing laws which would aid 
the industry. The section of the 
Jones law which restricts trade with 
the Philippine Islands to American 
vessels is cited as a ‘‘willful failure’’ 
because of politics. The Journal 
continues: 

‘During the past five years, when 
efforts have been made. to sell Gov- 
ernment tonnage, we were given 
liberal doses of the doctrine that 
American shipping should be pri- 
vately owned, and actual as well as 
prospective buyers of the Govern- 
ment vessels formed the strong be- 
lief that the Government wouid not 
only retire from shipping operations 
but also that the shipping industry 
would be given Government support 
akin to the support usually granted 
to a growing American industry 
through the medium of a tariff. 

“It would be deplorable enough if 
all of the false starts that the Ameri- 
can merchant marine has had in the 
past nine years could be attributed to 
the manipulation of foreign shipping 
propaganda. Confidence is not en- 
during unless some meagre sus- 
tenance is had from time “to time, 
but truly those who have had hope | 
for American shipping have gone} 
through years of famine and their 
confidence is rapidly waning.’’

BOY ROVERS: FOUND 
IN ROLE OF PATRIOTS 


Two Who ‘Set Out in Quest of 
Gold Voted to See Capital In- 
stead, They Tell Trooper. 


GOT LIFTS AND SORE FEET 


But Lads, 11, Reached Newcastle, 
Del., With $1 Left After 
Sleeping by Fire. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWCASTLE, Del., Nov. 7.—Trot- 
ting up to a spot in the woods two 
miles from here at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon in answer to a complaint 
concerning an illegal fire, Lieutenant 
L. C. Ray of the Delaware State 
troopers found two_ tousle-headed 
boys. in lumberjackets with two 
blankets, a bugle and some crackers. 

‘You must be the two boys that 
ran away from New York to go to 
Death Valley,’’ said Lieutenant Ray. 

No, we aren’t,”’ replied one of the 
boys. 

“Yes, you are,’? said Lieutenant 


Ray. ; 

“No, sir. We're hiking to Wash- 
ington to see the Capitol and the 
Washington Monument,”’ said one of 
the boys. 

Lieutenant Ray took his charges to 
the headquarters of the local troop 


| here, where he started to read them 
Aeronaut believes rapid descent of | 


an article in a newspaper about the 
two boys—Ted Thorne, 11-year-old 
son of Dr. and Mrs. Van_ Buren 
Thorne of .Linden. Court, Jackson 
Heights, and Adrian Hamilton, 11- 
year-old son of Mrs. Walther Braun 
of Oban Court, Jackson Heights. 
The two boys judged that the State 
Trooper was faking; that there was 
no such thing in the paper; that he 
was piecing together some of the in- 
formation they had given him into 
a. pretended newspaper account. 
They insisted that they were ona 
patriotic pilgrimage to the national 
Capital. with parental consent. But, 
when the paper was shown them 


with their own names in black and 
white, they confessed... - 


Taken to Detention House. 


Then ‘they were taken to court. 
The two small defendants were 
marched up toward the bench where 
the Judge happened to be listening 
to a negro who was telling just..why 
he had felt called. upon. to kill an- 
other man this morning. It struck 


somebody that this was too realistic 
for two small boys to listen’ to and. 
they were removed from the court 
room. Later the Court directed that 
they | be removed’ to the detention 
house. at Wilmington, where’ their 
parents, who were immediately no- 
tified, later claimed them. 

—* had started on Saturday with 
$5. They had $1: left when arrested. 
The trip to Newcastle cost them $4 
including $1.95 which: they spent in 
Newark for blan!-ets. They walked 
part of the way from Newark to 
Trenton. They found that miles 
rolled by very slowly for foot 
passengers and one of the. first 
things they did was to change their 
destination from Death Valley, Cal., 
to Washington, D. C. Instead of 
searching for buried treasure, - or 
executing summary vengeance on 
cattle rustlers, or having other big 
adventures in the West, they decided 
to visit historic monuments at Wash- 
ington. : 

They described their 100 per, cent. 
American design to John R. Emory 
of the National Porcélain Company, 
who gave them.a lift in his automo- 
bile. This pleased him so much that, 
when it let them off he gave them 
thirty cents and told them to buy 
hot dogs. ; 

They arrived at-Trenton on four 
sore feet on Saturday night. Here 
they. said .they .met a -policeman- 
named Howard Morris who directed 
them to a half-finished house where 
they spent the: night. By tramping 
and motoring they reached Phila- 
delphia on Sunday, where they 
started on a sight-seeing tour. 

On Sunday afternoon they started 
for Washington, walking and motor- 
ing as before. Near Newcastle they 
struck out into the woods near the 
road, built the fire for themselves, 
and sat down to a hearty meal of 
soda crackers. With their blankets 
around them they slept all night by 
the fire. They figured this morning 
that after allowing for. the. auto- 
mobile lifts they had walked a dis- 
tance of sixty miles, so they took it 
easy and were just preparing to 
break camp when the State Trooper 
found them. 

It was learned that the trip was

DAMAGED BY FIRE 


Stable Hands Save Butler String 
of 28 Thoroughbreds—One 
Horse Perishes. 


A fire of undetermined origin swept 
over part of James Butler’s Empire 
City race track at Central Avenue, 
Yonkers, yesterday afternoon, some 
damage estimated at between $20, 
and ,000. One-horse was burned 
to death in the blaze which started 
in Stable 1, known as the Winter 
galloping shed, but the Butler string 
of twenty-eight thoroughbreds, in- 
cluding sixteen yearlings, were saved 
by the prompt action of the stable 
hands headed by .‘‘Pop’’ Green, the 
stable foreman; Andy Schuttinger, a 
former jockey and trainer of the 
Butler stables, and the stable hands. 

— the horses saved: were Miss 
Simplicity, Star of Em All, Vacation, 
Professor, Mosque,. Turf Idol, Mote, 
Dowager, which won the last race on 
the closing day at the -track last 
Thursday, and Charade. 
that was burned was Springday, 
7 years old. 

About $1,500 worth of traps, sad- 
dles, bridles; &c., were destroyed. 

The fire raged for an hour before 
Yonkers firemen got it under con- 
trol. Smoke was_ noticed. curling 
from the eaves of the shed by Police 
Lieutenant William 8S. Farmer, on 
duty at the precinct almost directly 
across the street from the shed, just 
before 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
He sent in an alarm,.but the fire was 
fanned into a strong. blaze, which 
swept across the. roof and necessi- 
tated the sending in of three alarms. 

After it -was seen:that the Butler 
stables would be safe, the animals 
were returned to the stalls, while the 
men remained ready to take them 
to other quarters if the fire started 
anew. 

Because of the total destruction of 
the galloping shed, firemen were un- 
able to find any cause for the start 
of the fire.
